For nearly three mill e nni a, the Psalms have inspired spiritual meditation, communal 
prayer, and public recitation. The poems range from heartfelt cries to crows of victory, 
from pleas for justice and for mercy to celebrations of national history. The Poets' Book of 
Psalms unites the religious songs of Israel with our literary legacy. In one volume, twenty- 
five renowned poets from the sixteenth through the twentieth century recreate and 
reimagine the 150 songs of David as lyric poems in English. Here are versions by Robert 
Bums, John Milton, Sir Philip Sidney and his sister Mary Sidney Herbert, Countess of 
Pembroke, by Christopher Smart and Sir Thomas Wyatt, Samuel Taylor Coleridge, David 
Rosenberg, George Herbert and Laurance Wieder, among others. The result—a complete 
and lyrical Psalter for the modern reader—provides a living language alternative to exist¬ 
ing prose translations and pious paraphrases. 

Laurance Wieder’s introductory essay describes the structure and variety of the 
Hebrew Book of Psalms, as well as the historical and political background of those poets 
who made psalms in English. For easy cross-reference, the entire King James version of 
King David's book follows the lyric version. The Book of Psalms is held sacred by all three 
"peoples of the Book”: Jewish, Christian, and Muslim. These 150 imitations of the orig¬ 
inal songs of the heart also offer real nourishment to lovers of poetry.

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INTRODUCTION 


In Babel, where the tower fell, strangers 
Do not speak our language. We were taken 
There in chains and captive by the rivers 
Told to sing them songs of Zion. Crushed, 
Could we sing Hebrew praises in translation? 


Most readers know the Book of Psalms in one of the many transla¬ 
tions that have appeared since the beginning of the Common Era: 
Aramaic, Greek, Latin, the demotic Bibles of Martin Luther’s 
European Reformation. English versions include the WyclifFe Bible, 
the Great Bible, the Geneva, the First Douay, the King James Version 
and its several revisions, the Jerusalem Bible, The Jewish Publication 
Society bibles, the Anchor Bible, and others. The Hebrew original 
stands before these versions like a model before an art class. Even, or 
especially, if the artists are all masters, no two depictions look the 
same. Still, the casual visitor to the studio can judge how closely, if at 
all, the artwork resembles the model. If unrecognizable, then the pic¬ 
ture may be something else, but it is not a picture of “the book.” This 
representational standard separates literary or classical from scriptural 
poetry. 

But the original is elusive. The Hebrew text was received without 
vowels, is unpronounceable like the name of God. So the Masoretes, 
those scholars who committed the tradition to paper, made two 
columns: the text as received (what is read), and the same text with 
vowel points inserted (what is said). To speak the words is to trans¬ 
late, to interpret. The unpointed text poses for the rabbis, as a 
model, a question, a picture of the unseen and unimaginable. All 
agree that the it is there, but no two mouths can say the same or 
show the all of it. 

Save for Psalm 23 and the opening verses of Psalm 137, I always 
found it difficult to think of the Bible’s Book of Psalms as poetry in 
English. The King James Version has authority but not a living 



person’s voice. Yet David’s Psalms have been celebrated too long, and 
are too beloved by those many competing faiths and sects that other¬ 
wise insist on their abysmal differences, for its voices not to live in 
fact, if not in translation. While researching another book, I found 
that modern English poetry (the sonnets of Wyatt and Surrey) 
bloomed at the same time that the first translation of the Bible from 
the original tongues (the Five Books of Moses and the New Testament by 
William Tyndale) was made into English. I also learned that from that 
time to the present, on a high place commanding plains of Bible 
INTRODUCTION prose and overgrown with hymns, poets have made their own ver- 
_ sions of the Psalms. 

For Jews and other readers of Hebrew, there is no difference 
xlv between the words bound in their Bible and the words sung on such 

occasions as the Passover service. But for those whose Old Testament 
is done in Latin, or in Greek, or in some modern language, the Psalm 
that’s read is not necessarily the Psalm that’s sung. If an English lan¬ 
guage religious service requires a demotic scripture, it also needs 
singable psalms. 

From the outset, metrical psalters—written to conform to the 
notes and measures of established hymn tunes (often borrowed from 
the German, French, or Dutch)—took the place of prose scripture in 
worship. Aside from having been written to be sung, and so bending 
sense and usage to established strains, the first accepted metrical ver¬ 
sion of the Psalms in English (by Thomas Sternhold and John 
Hopkins, published in 1562) was a stuffed owl. Final judgment on 
that collection was passed by John Wilmot, Earl of Rochester 
(1647-1680): 

Sternhold and Hopkins had great qualms 
When they translated David’s psalms 
To make the heart full glad; 

But had it been poor David’s fate 
To hear thee sing, and them translate, 

By God! ’twould have made him mad. 

In succeeding generations, poets have attempted to right the fail¬ 
ures of Sternhold and Hopkins. The editors of The Bay Psalm Book 
(1640), an anthology compiled for the Pilgrim settlers of 
Massachusetts, hoped to answer the difficulty of the Puritan 
“Ainsworth’s tunes, and the corruptions in our common psalm 
books” with “a plain and familiar translation of the psalms and words 
of David into English meter.” In 1698, poet laureate Nahum Tate 
and Nicholas Brady collaborated on A New Version of the Psalms of 
David which inherited both the place and the reputation held by 
Sternhold and Hopkins. 



In 1719, Reverend Isaac Watts, an Englishman, published The 
Psalms of David Imitated in the Language of the New Testament, meaning 
he read the Hebrew through the Christian theological lens that sees 
David as a type of Jesus, New England’s pillar Cotton Mather 
responded to the deliberate departures from the Hebrew by contem¬ 
porary psalmists, including his correspondent and “very dear friend” 

Watts, with the strictly literal Psalterium Americanum (1718), which 

Mather described as a “Gospel according to David.” In contrast, A 

Translation of the Psalms of David (1765), by Christopher Smart, is an 

explosion of religious enthusiasm rather than an expression of doc- INTRODUCTION 

trine. The Psalter: or Psalms of David: in English Verse (1839) by John _____ 

Keble, catered to the needs of a sentimental generation. With the 

exception of Smart, none of these pious versifiers appears here. The xv 

work of Dr. Watts, like the hymns of John and Charles Wesley, 

belongs to church history, not in an anthology of poetry. 

The Poets 1 Book of Psalms is a complete Psalter, written by twenty- 
five different poets from the early 16th to the late 20th century. To 
assemble it, I gathered together all the poets’ versions of Psalms in 
English—by close to fifty different hands, none anonymous—and 
sorted them by number. I then reread through every version of each 
Psalm, and chose the strongest poem. In some cases, such as Psalms 1 
through 10, 23, 65, 80-88, and 137, there were many alternatives. In 
other cases, the only available sources were the Philip Sidney/Mary 
Sidney Herbert Psalter, the whole Psalm books of George Sandys 
(the Cavalier supporter of Charles I and the Church of England) and 
George Wither (the Puritan), Christopher Smart (who often con¬ 
flates David with Jesus), and P. Hately Waddell, who wrote in Scots. 

I undertook my own Psalms in part to make dialogue with Mary 
Herbert, who sometimes otherwise and grandly held the stage alone. 

From the available material, I tried to choose works that could 
stand as poetry, without begging off as translations. I preferred poems 
without anachronisms, Christological or otherwise, that honored the 
prose sense without doing violence to the English language. Where 
possible, I chose versions that imitated the form (such as acrostic), as 
well as the content, of the original. I preferred the plain to the fancy, 
meaning Wither to Sandys, and Mary Herbert or Philip Sidney or Sir 
John Davies (who translated more than a third of the Psalms) to 
either of those Georges. I have modernized the spelling of all the 
poems, to remove extrinsic obstacles to reading the text and to make 
of the many voices, one book. Rather than try to guess which words 
require glosses, I made certain that every word in the Poets’ Book of 
Psalms can be found in the dictionary. Anonymous works, and those 
written to be sung, were excluded. The complete King James 
Version of the Psalms is appended, so that a reader can consult the 



prose sense of what may sound far away, or hard, or unfamiliar. 

When forced to decide between poetry and fidelity, I opted for 
diction over doctrine and palpable belief over ritual profession. In 
the case of Psalm 68, this meant setting aside my discomfort with 
Christopher Smart’s praise of Jesus in a Psalm of David, because by 
any other measure, his version was the best poem. Smart grows upon 
acquaintance. Strong and direct, his language and thought don’t get 
thumped or swamped by his surging meters. Smart’s poem about the 
Bible, “Taste,” even settles for a moment the strife between literature 
INTRODUCTION and scripture, the esthetic and the earnest. It ends: 

- - - The Psalmist and proverbial Seer, 

^ And all the prophets’ sons of song, 

Make all things precious, all things dear, 

And bear the brilliant word along. 

O take the book from off the shelf, 

And con it meekly on thy knees; 

Best panegyric on itself, 

And self-avouched to teach and please. 

Respect, adore it heart and mind. 

How greatly sweet, how sweetly grand, 

Who reads the most, is most refined, 

And polished by the Master’s hand. 

The Book of Psalms is an anthology with no obvious organiza¬ 
tion. Yet reading the Psalms straight through is not a chaotic experi¬ 
ence. The book’s esthetic integrity resists analysis as stubbornly as it 
insists on its reality. In The Midrash on Psalms, the rabbis teach that 
Moses has five books, and David has five. I divided the Poets’ Book of 
Psalms into five parts in accordance with this tradition. 

Both literary and religious traditions identify other books-within- 
the-book. Sir Thomas Wyatt’s versions of Petrarch’s love sonnets are 
balanced and answered in his translation of the seven Penitential 
Psalms (numbers 6, 32, 38, 51, 102, 130, and 143), so-called because 
they refer to David’s sin with Bathsheba in the matter of Uriah the 
Hittite. The Songs of Ascent, or Pilgrim Psalms (numbers 120-134), 
were supposedly known to and chanted by the patriarch Jacob. 
There are two sets of Hallelujah Psalms: the Hallel recited at the Passover 
Seder (numbers 111-118, with the Great Hallel, 136) and the praises of 
God (numbers 105, 106, 135, 146-150). 

The Psalms organize themselves in other ways. The Midrash states 
that just as the Psalms are attributed to ten authors, so there are also 
ten kinds of song: glory, melody, Psalm, song, praise, prayer, blessing, 
thanksgiving, Hallelujah, and exultation. Furthermore, the same 



source records that “all the Psalms which David composed apply 
either to himself, or to all Israel. Each Psalm that speaks in the singu¬ 
lar applies to Davids own person, and each Psalm that speaks in the 
plural applies to all Israel. Wherever ‘For the leader; with string 
music’ is used, the Psalm deals with the age-to-come. ‘A Psalm of 
David’ means that David played [upon his harp], and that then the 
Holy Spirit rested upon him. But where it is said ‘Unto David, a 
Psalm,’ the Holy Spirit rested upon David, and then he played. . . . 

The phrase ‘Maschil of David’ indicates that the Psalm has to be 

explained by a skillful commentator. . . . The phrase ‘A Song; A INTRODUCTION 

Psalm’ indicates that the Psalm has to be rendered by singers.” _____ 

The life of David is recounted in the first and second Books of 
Samuel, and in the Chronicles. As the authors of the Bay Psalm Book xvu 

note in their preface, “The translators of the psalms into meter usu¬ 
ally annexed to our Bibles . . . have rather presented a paraphrase 
than the words of David translated according to the rule 2 Chroni¬ 
cles 29:30, and . . . their addition to the words, detractions from the 
words are not seldom and rare, but very frequent and many times 
needless (which we suppose would not be approved of if the psalms were 
so translated into prose). . . .” Set against poet-paraphrasers, or at least 
against the golden style, the Puritan divines have prestated Ezra Pound’s 
dictum in The ABC of Reading, that “poetry should be at least as well 
written as prose.” 

The Sages agree on the names of the ten contributors to the Book 
of Psalms: Adam, Melchizedek, Abraham, Moses, David, Solomon, 

Asaph, and the three sons of Korah. The names of David’s court 
musicians, who probably composed some of the Psalms, are not 
recorded outside the incidental appearances of their names in scrip¬ 
ture. The contributors to the Poets’ Book of Psalms, however, have left 
at least traces of biography. In some cases, what remains of the life is 
which Psalm the poet chose to sing. Each singer’s version illuminates 
some aspect of the original David who, unlike the rest of us, was 
perfect in God’s sight. 

In his life and person, Sir Philip Sidney (1554—1586) compre¬ 
hends the sacred and profane, the courtly and the common, the con¬ 
templative and active. Poet and warrior, courtier and protestant if not 
shepherd and king, Sidney transcribed the sonnet cycle Astrophel and 
Stella (“Fool,” said my muse to me, “look in your heart, and write”) 
and translated the first forty-three psalms. In An Apology for Poetry, 

Sidney wrote that “. . . the holy David’s Psalms are a divine 
poem. . . . Even the name ‘Psalms’ will speak for me, which being 
interpreted, is nothing but songs; then, that it is fully written in 
meter, as all learned Hebricians agree, although the rules be not fully 
found; lastly and principally, his handling his prophecy, which 



is merely poetical. For what else is the awaking his musical in¬ 
struments? The often and free changing of persons? His notable 
prosopopoeias, when he maketh you, as it were, see God coming in his 
majesty? His telling of the beasts’joyfulness and hills leaping, but a 
heavenly poesy, wherein (almost) he showeth himself a passionate 
lover of that unspeakable and everlasting beauty to be seen by the 
eyes of the mind, only cleared by faith.” 

Sidney accomplished most of his literary work (most famously, 
Arcadia) at his sisters home. Mary Sidney Herbert, Countess of 
Pembroke (1561-1621), devoted much of her life and considerable 
resources to other peoples poetry. Edmund Spenser and Samuel 
Daniel benefitted from her patronage; John Donne and Ben Jonson 
celebrated her in verse. Except for some occasional lyrics, Mary 
Herberts poetic work consists of her Psalms. She finished the project 
begun by her brother and circulated it privately in 1592. A monu¬ 
ment of English poetry, the Sidney Psalter was not published until 
1823 (in an edition of 250) and only again in 1963. 

Two complete psalters—one Puritan, one Cavalier—appeared in 
the 1630s. The Roundheads’ Book of Psalms issued from the pen of 
George Wither (1588-1667), Hampshire poet and pamphleteer. After 
his The Songs of the Old Testament Translated into English Measures: pre¬ 
serving the Natural Phrase and genuine sense of the Holy Text: and with as 
little circumlocution as in most prose translations (1620) won universal 
applause, in 1623 Wither obtained a royal patent compelling printers 
to include his Canonical Hymns and Spiritual Songs as part of every copy 
of the authorized Psalm Book in Meter published for the next fifty-one 
years. Booksellers and poets alike resented Withers attempt to corner 
the publishing market for holy songs. Not only did the printers not 
bind Withers hymns into the authorized psalter, they even warned 
their customers against the quality of his performance. Wither spent 
some years abroad, and had his The Psalms of David (1632) printed in 
Netherlands. During the siege of Farnham Casde in 1642, Wither was 
captured by the Royalists. Sir John Denham pleaded the poet’s cause 
before King Charles “and desired his Majesty not to hang him, for that 
whilest George Wither lived, he [Denham] should not be the worst 
poet in England.” The Royalists had their own psalmist: George 
Sandys (1578—1644), the poet son of the Archbishop of York. A seri¬ 
ous traveler, Sandys made a pilgrimage to the Near East, including 
Egypt and Jerusalem, while a youth. His active interest in the King’s 
colonies carried him to the New World in 1620, where he served as 
treasurer of the Virginia Company. During the decade he spent in 
America, Sandys translated most of Ovid’s Metamorphoses. He returned 
to England and in 1636 published A Paraphrase upon the Psalms of 
David, which occupied Charles I while he awaited execution. 



Christopher Smart (1722-1771) wrote Psalms of David, “Song to 
David,” and “Jubilate Agno,” over a three-year period that saw him in 
and out of the madhouse. Samuel Johnson subscribed to the 1765 
edition of Smart’s Psalms and defended the poet in conversation. In 
The Life of Samuel Johnson, by James Boswell, Doctor Johnson is said 
to have observed that “Madness frequently discovers itself merely by 
unnecessary deviation from the usual modes of the world. My poor 
friend Smart showed the disturbance of his mind, by falling on his 
knees, and saying his prayers in the street, or in any other unusual 
place. Now although, rationally speaking, it is greater madness not to INTRODUCTION 

pray at all, than to pray as Smart did, I am afraid there are so many _ 

who do not pray, that their understanding is not called into ques¬ 
tion. . . .” Johnson continues, “I did not think he ought to be shut xlx 

up. His infirmities were not noxious to society. He insisted on people 
praying with him; and I’d as lief pray with Kit Smart as anyone else.” 

If the Psalms are indeed songs of David, then the Scots ballads of 
Robert Burns (1759—1796) must be one equivalent of the Hebrew 
shepherd’s songs. Born into a farm family and self-educated, Burns 
attained great fame during his lifetime, and his reputation never 
waned. As P. Hately Waddell (1817-1891), Burns’s editor and poetic 
disciple, explains it, Burns’s Scots is a literary invention (like Edmund 
Spenser’s English) rather than a heightened form of common speech 
as espoused by the Romantic poets. Burns rendered scripture into 
Scots verse in the superscriptions to his poems “Scotch Drink” and 
the “Address to the Unco Guid, or the Rigidly Righteous.” His only 
translations of the Psalms, the First and a part of the Ninetieth, were 
into conventional English. Those scriptural snatches and the 
Highland ballads, inspired Waddell to translate not only the entire 
Book of Psalms Frae Hebrew intill Scottis, but also Isaiah. 

The elder of the two moderns in tliis Psalter, David Rosenberg 
(b. 1943) published the initial installment of his translations of poetry 
from the Hebrew Bible, Blues of the Sky (Psalms), in the early 1970s. 

Over the next twenty years, including a term as editor-in-chief of 
the Jewish Publication Society, he pursued his project of “rediscover¬ 
ing in English the voices of the original Hebrew text.” Rosenberg’s 
A Poet’s Bible collects those poems and probes the lives of the early 
Hebrew writers. His version of the J text in the Pentateuch appeared 
in The Book of J, followed by The Lost Book of Paradise, the Bible’s 
poetical source for the story of Adam and Eve. 

Born in 1946, I am the other modern represented in this collabo¬ 
rative psalter. My One Hundred Fifty Psalms is the first complete 
psalter by a poet since Christopher Smart’s. 

Puritan preacher Miles Coverdale (1488-1568) did not put his 
name to an entire Book of Psalms, but his edition of the Great Bible 



“out of the Latin and the Dutch” (1535) was the first complete 
English version of the holy writ. Goostly Psalms and Spiritual Songs, by 
Coverdale, contains selected metrical and verse Psalms and a rousing 
Puritan anthem “Let Go the Whore of Babylon.” Plain-spun John 
Hall (1529—1566), Coverdale’s Literary and lay counterpart, wrote 
verse paraphrases of Proverbs, Ecclesiastes and Psalms; A Poesy in Form of 
a Vision . . . Against Necromancy, Witchcraft, Sorcery, Incantations, and 
Divers Other Detestable and Devilish Practices; and the Court of Virtue, a 
sacred alternative to a then-popular miscellany called The Court of 
INTRODUCTION Venus. Hall's censure of the Venus anthology included an attack on 

_ Sir Thomas Wyatt (1503-1542), whose Penitential Psalms had 

appeared with some of Hall’s Psalms and Proverbs in a 1550 edition 
xx of The Psalms of David. Common gossip at the court of Henry VIII 

accepted that Thomas Wyatt had been the future queen Anne 
Boleyn’s lover from his seventeenth year, until she was officially 
noticed by the King. The Penitential Psalms are sometimes associated 
with the end of that affair but are more commonly traced to Wyatt’s 
fall from favor after Anne lost her head and Catherine was Queen. 
Wyatt’s son, also named Thomas (executed after the Lady Jane Grey 
rebellion), caroused with his fathers poetic disciple, Henry Howard, 
Earl of Surrey (1516-1547). Another swimmer in the treacherous 
waters of Henry’s court, Surrey managed to survive being cousin to 
Queen Catherine Howard, only to be accused later of treason and 
beheaded. Courtier, favorite, and poet, Surrey was an avatar of Sir 
Philip Sidney. This smoother and polisher of the English sonnet also 
paraphrased the book of Ecclesiastes in verse. His Psalms done into 
meter cross the English ballad with a verse form that resembles Piers 
Ploughman. 

Joseph Hall, Bishop of Norwich (1574—1656) published his trans¬ 
lations of David’s Psalms 1-10 in 1607. A disappointed satirist and 
staunch supporter of the Church of England, Hall defended the 
Bishops and Church when Parliament attacked them in 1640-41. 
That defense and its answer, written by five Puritan divines whose 
initials made up the word Smectymnuus, involved Hall in a contro¬ 
versy with another psalmist, the pamphleteer John Milton. In this 
book, Hall’s version of Psalm 3 (“Ah Lord! How many be my foes!”) 
follows Milton’s “Why do the Gentiles tumult?” 

Like David, Thomas Campion (1567-1619) was a notable musi¬ 
cian. He wrote against the use of rhyme in English poetry in his 
Observations on the Art of English Poetry (1602), a work that John 
Milton’s musician father must have known well. Milton himself 
wrote against rhyme and, in Samson Agonistes, employed what the 
theorist Campion termed quantitative verse. Thomas Campion’s Four 
Books of Airs, published between 1601 and 1617, contained his para- 



phrases of some psalms, among numerous lyrics and musical settings. 

Francis Bacon, Lord Verulam (1561-1626) son of Queen 
Elizabeths Lord Keeper, rose to be Lord Chancellor (1618), only to 
be accused and convicted of corruption and censured by the House 
of Lords (1621). Bacons Novum Organum propounds a method for 
the natural sciences to replace Aristotle’s empiricism; his Essays are 
still in print and still read. Bacon dedicated A Translation of Certain 
Psalms into English Verse, which he wrote during a sickness in 1624, 
to George Herbert. Sir John Davies (1569-1626), another man of 
afFairs, published two verse satires of considerable length— Orchestra INTRODUCTION 
and Nosce Teipsum —that brought him to the attention of King James 
I. The King (himself a translator of psalms) sent the poet to Ireland as 
attorney general for the Crown. There, Davies banished Catholic XX1 

priests and tried to establish the Protestant religion. Davies, a very fat 
man whose death from apoplexy provided food for wags, translated 
more than fifty psalms. 

Of the spirit rather than of the world, George Herbert 
(1593-1633) belonged to a distinguished literary family. He was 
brother to the poet Lord Herbert of Cherbury, a trained musician 
and a classical scholar. Herbert sought and won the post of public 
(Latin) orator at Cambridge University, a position he held most of 
his short life. Three years before his death, the poet took orders and 
assumed a living awarded him by Charles I. Of the eight psalms 
attached to his name, only Psalm 23, which appears in his book The 
Temple, is unquestionably Herbert’s. The Temple, like George Sandys’ 

Psalms, was read by King Charles while confined in Carisbrooke. 

Herbert’s volume inspired Henry Vaughan to cease writing love 
poetry and to take up sacred verse. 

Francis Quarles (1592-1644) was perhaps the most famous writer 
of his day. The J. S. Bach of pious paraphrase, Quarles wrote almost 
entirely verse variations on scriptural themes. And, he fathered 18 
children. The poet’s popular Divine Poems, Alphabet of Elegies, and 
Emblems along with its sequel Hieroglyphics of the Life of Man were all 
overshadowed by the enormous success of his posthumous works, 
beginning with Solomon’s Recantation. Although a Puritan by disposi¬ 
tion and profession, Quarles was an ardent Royalist. His version of 
Psalm 16 (along with five others) was carried to John Winthrop and 
John Cotton in Boston, who printed all six in the Bay Psalm Book. It 
is hard to imagine, but, as Horace Walpole remarked, “Milton was 
forced to wait till the world had done admiring Quarles.” 

Thomas Carew (ca. 1598-ca. 1639) was a favorite of Charles I. 

Little is known of his life, save that an early preferment went sour 
when Carew spoke ill of his benefactors. The reputed scapegrace and 
idler was an elegant lyric poet, whose 19th century editor rejected 
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Carew’s “wretched attempts at versifying a few of the Psalms.” 
Thomas Stanley (1625-1678), acclaimed as Carew’s poetic heir, spent 
part of his youth in France with the court of Charles II. A cousin of 
George Sandys, tutored by William Fairfax (whose father translated 
Jerusalem Delivered), the cultivated Stanley translated Anacreon and 
wrote love lyrics. In 1657, Stanley published the Psalterium 
Carolinum, which recounted the last days of Charles I in terms of 
Davids exile during Absalom’s rebellion. Stanley’s paraphrases of 
psalms, possibly translated from French, are echoed in William 
Blake’s Songs of Innocence and Experience. 

Blake made John Milton (1608-1674) the subject of a prophetic 
book. The most learned Englishman of his age, Milton served as 
Latin Secretary to Oliver Cromwell from 1649 through the end of 
the Protectorate—even after 1653, when his blindness became total. 
Milton gave early signs of his intention to unite pagan and Hebrew 
learning, sacred and profane poetry, and so, through a great victory 
in language, to undo the Fall and justify God’s ways to man. At age 
fifteen, he translated Psalms 114 and 136. Milton’s versions of Psalms 
80-88 were composed following Fairfax’s 1648 victory over the 
Royalist armies. His versions of Psalms 1-8 belong to 1653, when 
his sight eclipsed. That marriage of the spiritual with the earthly 
which Milton attempted in blank verse epic, Henry Vaughan 
(1622-1695) undertook in lyric poetry. For almost his entire life, 
Vaughan practiced medicine (and poetry) in his native Silures, the 
countryside of Brecknockshire and Herefordshire. George Herbert’s 
role in Vaughan’s conversion from satire to religious poetry has been 
mentioned above. But where Herbert wrote of religion as a church, 
and Milton deployed his talents to imagine the unattempted unimag¬ 
inable, Vaughan infused his rural landscape with a passion identical to 
that of religion, and translated psalms that let him speak of nature. 

William Wordsworth admired the poems of Anne Finch, 
Countess of Winchilsea (1661-1720) for their use of images from 
external nature. She published one volume of poetry. Both Finch 
and her ally Alexander Pope went out of literary fashion after Samuel 
Taylor Coleridge (1772-1834) and Wordsworth issued Lyrical Ballads 
in 1798, launching the Romantic movement. It is said that on the 
two poets’ foot excursions through the Lake District, Wordsworth 
walked straight on, while Coleridge weaved and circled about him, 
talking and gesturing the while. Ruined by laudanum addiction, 
Coleridge nonetheless managed to forge a permanent place for him¬ 
self in poetry, literary criticism, and esthetic philosophy. His version 
of Psalm 46 grew out of a conversation with his brother, George 
Coleridge, about hexameters. In a letter to George dated September 
29, 1799, Coleridge proposed to "fill up the paper with a translation 



of one of my favorite Psalms into that meter which allowing 
trochees for spondees, as the nature of our language demands, you 
will find pretty accurate a scansion.” 

Coleridge’s consciousness of the need for accuracy, and 
Wordsworths contention that poetry should be written in the lan¬ 
guage of everyday get a retrospective second from the compilers of 
the Bay Psalm Book. The Pilgrim Fathers assumed that “the Psalms 
are penned in such verses as are suitable to the poetry of the Hebrew 
language, and not in the common style of such other books of the 
Old Testament as are not poetical; . . . hence the psalms are to be 
translated into our English tongue ... in such verses as are familiar to 
an English ear. . . . Neither let any think, that for the meter sake we 
have taken liberty or poetical licence to depart from the true and 
proper sense of Davids words in the Hebrew verses, no; but it hath 
been one part of our religious care and faithful endeavor, to keep 
close to the original text.” 

Coleridge never became a Divine, and the Boston Puritans would 
have shuddered at the suggestion that they practise poetry. Alongside 
the religious rule, that paraphrase be true to the original, stands 
Coleridge’s observation, that poetry has its own logic with a reason 
assignable for every word. And, as Mitchell Dahood cited in the 
Anchor Bible Book of Psalms, Coleridge believed: “Poetry gives most 
pleasure when only generally and not perfectly understood.” 

A midrash records that Rabbi Huna said in the name of Rabbi 
Assi: Though certain psalms bear the name of one of the ten 
authors, the book as a whole bears the name of David, king of Israel. 
As a parable tells us, there was a company of musicians who sought 
to sing a hymn to the king. The king said to them: To be sure, all of 
you are skilled musicians, all of you are devout, all of you are worthy 
of taking part in the singing of a hymn before me, yet let the hymn 
be sung by So-and-so only, on behalf of all of you. Why? Because 
his voice is sweetest.

29 For by thee I have run through a 
troop; and by my God have I leaped 
over a wall. 

30 As for God, his way is perfect: 
the word of the Lord is tried: he is a 
buckler to all those that trust in him. 

31 For who is God save the Lord? 
or who is a rock save our God? 

32 It is God that girdeth me with 
strength, and maketh my way per¬ 
fect. 

33 He maketh my feet like hinds’ 
feet, and setteth me upon my high 
places. 

34 He teacheth my hands to war, so 
that a bow of steel is broken by 
mine arms. 

33 Thou hast also given me the 
shield of thy salvation: and thy right 
hand hath holden me up, and thy 
gendeness hath made me great. 

36 Thou hast enlarged my steps 
under me, that my feet did not slip. 

37 I have pursued mine enemies, 
and overtaken them: neither did I 
turn again till they were consumed. 

38 I have wounded them that they 
were not able to rise: they are fallen 
under my feet. 

39 For thou hast girded me with 
strength unto the batde: thou hast 
subdued under me those that rose 
up against me. 

40 Thou hast also given me the 
necks of mine enemies; that 1 might 
destroy them that hate me. 

41 They cried, but there was none 
to save them: even unto the Lord, 
but he answered them not. 

42 Then did I beat them small as 


the dust before the wind: I did cast 
them out as the dirt in the streets. 

43 Thou hast delivered me from the 
strivings of the people; and thou 
hast made me the head of the hea¬ 
then: a people whom I have not 
known shall serve me. 

44 As soon as they hear of me, they 
shall obey me: the strangers shall 
submit themselves unto me. 

45 The strangers shall fade away, 
and be afraid out of their close 
places. 

46 The Lord liveth; and blessed be 
my rock; and let the God of my sal¬ 
vation be exalted. 

47 It is God that avengeth me, and 
subdueth the people under me. 

48 He delivereth me from mine en¬ 
emies: yea, thou liftest me up above 
those that rise up against me: thou 
hast delivered me from the violent 
man. 

49 Therefore will I give thanks 
unto thee, O Lord, among the hea¬ 
then, and sing praises unto thy 
name. 

50 Great deliverance giveth he to 
his king; and showeth mercy to his 
anointed, to David, and to his seed 
for evermore. 

PSALM 19 

To the chief Musician, A Psalm of David. 
he heavens declare the glory 
of God; and the firmament 
showeth his handiwork. 

2 Day unto day uttereth speech, 
and night unto night showeth 
knowledge. 

3 There is no speech nor language, 
where their voice is not heard. 

4 Their line is gone out through all 
the earth, and their words to the end 
of the world. In them hath he set a 
tabernacle for the sun, 

5 Which is as a bridegroom coming 
out of his chamber, and rejoiceth as 
a strong man to run a race. 

6 His going forth is from the end of 
the heaven, and his circuit unto the 
ends of it: and there is nothing hid 
from the heat thereof. 

7 The law of the Lord is perfect, 




converting the soul: the testimony 
of the Lord is sure, making wise the 
simple. 

8 The statutes of the Lord are right, 
rejoicing the heart: the command¬ 
ment of the Lord is pure, enlighten¬ 
ing the eyes. 

9 The fear of the Lord is clean, en¬ 
during for ever: the judgments of 
the Lord are true and righteous alto¬ 
gether. 

10 More to be desired are they than 
gold, yea, than much fine gold: 
sweeter also than honey and the 
honeycomb. 

n Moreover by them is thy servant 
warned: and in keeping of them 
there is great reward. 

12 Who can understand his errors? 
cleanse thou me from secret faults. 

13 Keep back thy servant also from 
presumptuous sins; let them not 
have dominion over me: then shall I 
be upright, and I shall be innocent 
from the great transgression. 

14 Let the words of my mouth, and 
the meditation of my heart, be ac¬ 
ceptable in thy sight, O Lord, my 
strength, and my redeemer. 

PSALM 20 

To the chief Musician, A Psalm of David. 
HE Lord hear thee in the day of 
trouble; the name of the God 
of Jacob defend thee; 

2 Send thee help from the sanctu¬ 
ary, and strengthen thee out of 
Zion; 

3 Remember all thy offerings, and 
accept thy burnt sacrifice; Selah. 

4 Grant thee according to thine 
own heart, and fulfil all thy counsel. 

5 We will rejoice in thy salvation, 
and in the name of our God we will 
set up our banners: the Lord fulfil all 
thy petitions.

4 He asked life of thee, and thou 
gavest it him, even length of days for 
ever and ever.

12 Therefore shalt thou make them 
turn their back, when thou shalt 
make ready thine arrows upon thy 
strings against the face of them. 

13 Be thou exalted, Lord, in thine 
own strength: so will we sing and 
praise thy power.

Shakor, A Psalm of David. 
y God, my God, why hast 
thou forsaken me? why art 
thou so far horn helping me, and 
from the words of my roaring? 

2 O my God, I cry in the daytime, 
but thou hearest not; and in the 
night season, and am not silent. 

3 But thou art holy, O thou that in- 
habitest the praises of Israel. 

4 Our fathers misted in thee: they 
trusted, and thou didst deliver them.

N thee, O Lord, do I put my 
trust; let me never be ashamed: 
deliver me in thy righteousness. 

2 Bow down thine ear to me; de¬ 
liver me speedily: be thou my strong 
rock, for an house of defence to save 
me. 

3 For thou art my rock and my 
fortress; therefore for thy names 
sake lead me, and guide me. 

4 Pull me out of the net that they 
have laid privily for me: for thou art 
my strength.

6 I have hated them that regard 
lying vanities: but I trust in the 
Lord. 

7 I will be glad and rejoice in thy 
mercy: for thou hast considered my 
trouble; thou hast known my soul in 
adversities;

9 Have mercy upon me, O Lord, 
for I am in trouble: mine eye is con¬ 
sumed with grief, yea, my soul and 
my belly. 

10 For my life is spent with grief, 
and my years with sighing: my 


strength faileth because of mine in¬ 
iquity, and my bones are consumed. 

11 I was a reproach among all mine 
enemies, but especially among my 
neighbours, and a fear to mine ac¬ 
quaintance: they that did see me 
without fled from me. 

12 I am forgotten as a dead man out 
of mind: I am like a broken vessel. 

13 For I have heard the slander of 
many: fear was on every side: while 
they took counsel together against 
me, they devised to take away my 
life. 

14 But I trusted in thee, O Lord: I 
said, Thou art my God. 

15 My times are in thy hand: deliver 
me from the hand of mine enemies, 
and from them that persecute me. 

16 Make thy face to shine upon thy 
servant: save me for thy mercies’ 
sake. 

17 Let me not be ashamed, O Lord; 
for I have called upon thee: let the 
wicked be ashamed, and let them be 
silent in the grave. 

18 Let the lying lips be put to si¬ 
lence; which speak grievous things 
proudly and contemptuously against 
the righteous. 

19 Oh how great is thy goodness, 
which thou hast laid up for them 
that fear thee; which thou hast 
wrought for them that trust in thee 
before the sons of men! 

20 Thou shalt hide them in the se¬ 
cret of thy presence from the pride 
of man: thou shalt keep them se- 
credy in a pavilion from the strife of 
tongues. 

21 Blessed be the Lord: for he hath 
shown me his marvellous kindness 
in a strong city. 

22 For 1 said in my haste, I am cut 
off from before thine eyes: never¬ 
theless thou heardest the voice of 
my supplicadons when I cried unto 
thee. 

23 O love the Lord, all ye his saints: 
for the Lord preserveth the faithful, 
and plentifully rewarded! the proud 
doer. 

24 Be of good courage, and he shall 



strengthen your heart, all ye that 
hope in the Lord.

lessed is he whose transgression 
is forgiven, whose sin is cov¬ 
ered. 

2 Blessed is the man unto whom 
the Lord imputeth not iniquity, and 
in whose spirit there is no guile. 

3 When I kept silence, my bones 
waxed old through my roaring all 
the day long. 

4 For day and night thy hand was 
heavy upon me: my moisture is 
turned into the drought of summer. 
Selah. 

5 I acknowledged my sin unto thee, 
and mine iniquity have I not hid. I 
said, I will confess my transgressions 
unto the Lord; and thou forgavest 
the iniquity of my sin. Selah. 

6 For this shall every one that is 
godly pray unto thee in a time when 
thou mayest be found: surely in the 
floods of great waters they shall not 
come nigh unto him.

n Be glad in the Lord, and rejoice, 
ye righteous: and shout for joy, all ye 
that are upright in heart.

11 The counsel of the Lord 
standeth for ever, the thoughts of his 
heart to all generations. 

12 Blessed is the nation whose God 
is the Lord; and the people whom 
he hath chosen for his own inheri¬ 
tance. 

13 The Lord looketh from heaven; 
he beholdeth all the sons of men. 

14 From the place of his habitation 
he looketh upon all the inhabitants 
of the earth. 

15 He fashioneth their hearts alike; 
he considereth all their works. 

16 There is no king saved by the 
multitude of an host: a mighty man 
is not delivered by much strength. 

17 An horse is a vain thing for 
safety: neither shall he deliver any by 
his great strength. 

18 Behold, the eye of the Lord is 
upon them that fear him, upon 
them that hope in his mercy; 

19 To deliver their soul from death, 
and to keep them alive in famine. 

20 Our soul waiteth for the Lord: 
he is our help and our shield. 

21 For our heart shall rejoice in 
him, because we have trusted in his 
holy name. 
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22 Let thy mercy, O Lord, be upon 
us, according as we hope in thee. 

PSALM 34 

A Psalm of David, when he changed his 
behaviour before Abimelech; who drove 
him away, and he departed. 
will bless the Lord at all times: his 
praise shall condnually be in my 
mouth. 

2 My soul shall make her boast in 
the Lord: the humble shall hear 
thereof, and be glad. 

3 O magnify the Lord with me, and 
let us exalt his name together. 

4 I sought the Lord, and he heard 
me, and delivered me from all my 
fears. 

5 They looked unto him, and were 
lightened: and their faces were not 
ashamed. 

6 This poor man cried, and the 
Lord heard him, and saved him out 
of all his troubles. 

7 The angel of the Lord encampeth 
round about them that fear him, and 
delivereth them. 

8 O taste and see that the Lord is 
good: blessed is the man that 
trusteth in him. 

9 O fear the Lord, ye his saints: for 
there is no want to them that fear 
him. 

10 The young lions do lack, and 
suffer hunger: but they that seek the 
Lord shall not want any good thing. 

11 Come, ye children, hearken 
unto me: I will teach you the fear of 
the Lord. 

12 What man is he that desireth life, 
and loveth many days, that he may 
see good? 

13 Keep thy tongue from evil, and 
thy lips horn speaking guile. 

14 Depart from evil, and do good; 
seek peace, and pursue it. 

15 The eyes of the Lord are upon 
the righteous, and his ears are open 
unto their cry. 

16 The face of the Lord is against 
them that do evil, to cut off the re¬ 
membrance of them 60m the earth. 

17 The righteous cry, and the Lord 


heareth, and delivereth them out of 
all their troubles. 

18 The Lord is nigh unto them that 
are of a broken heart; and saveth 
such as be of a contrite spirit. 

19 Many are the afflictions of the 
righteous: but the Lord delivereth 
him out of them all. 

20 He keepeth all his bones: not 
one of them is broken. 

21 Evil shall slay the wicked: and 
they that hate the righteous shall be 
desolate. 

22 The Lord redeemeth the soul of 
his servants: and none of them that 
crust in him shall be desolate. 


PSALM 35 

A Psalm of David. 
lead my cause, O Lord, with 
them that strive with me: fight 
against them that fight against me. 

2 Take hold of shield and buckler, 
and stand up for mine help. 

3 Draw out also the spear, and stop 
the way against them that persecute 
me: say unto my soul, I am thy sal¬ 
vation. 

4 Let them be confounded and put 
to shame that seek after my soul: let 
them be turned back and brought to 
confusion that devise my hurt. 

5 Let them be as chaff before the 
wind: and let the angel of the Lord 
chase them. 

6 Let their way be dark and slip¬ 
pery: and let the angel of the Lord 
persecute them. 

7 For without cause have they hid 
for me their net in a pit, which 
without cause they have digged for 
my soul. 

8 Let destruction come upon him 
at unawares; and let his net that he 
hath hid catch himself: into that 
very destruction let him fall. 

9 And my soul shall be joyful in the 
Lord: it shall rejoice in his salvation. 

10 All my bones shall say. Lord, 
who is like unto thee, which de- 
liverest the poor from him that is 
too strong for him, yea, the poor 




and the needy from him that spoil- 
eth him? 

11 False witnesses did rise up; they 
laid to my charge things that I knew 
not. 

12 They rewarded me evil for good 
to the spoiling of my soul. 

13 But as for me, when they were 
sick, my clothing was sackcloth: 1 
humbled my soul with fasting; and 
my prayer returned into mine own 
bosom. 

14 I behaved myself as though he 
had been my friend or brother: I 
bowed down heavily, as one that 
mourneth for his mother. 

15 But in mine adversity they re¬ 
joiced, and gathered themselves to¬ 
gether: yea, the abjects gathered 
themselves together against me, and 
I knew it not; they did tear me, and 
ceased not: 

16 With hypocritical mockers in 
feasts, they gnashed upon me with 
their teeth. 

17 Lord, how long wilt thou look 
on? rescue my soul from their de¬ 
structions, my darling from the 
lions. 

18 I will give thee thanks in the 
great congregation: I will praise thee 
among much people. 

19 Let not them that are mine ene¬ 
mies wrongfully rejoice over me: 
neither let them wink with the eye 
that hate me without a cause. 

20 For they speak not peace: but 
they devise deceitful matters against 
them that are quiet in the land. 

21 Yea, they opened their mouth 
wide against me, and said, Aha, aha, 
our eye hath seen it. 

22 This thou hast seen, O Lord: 
keep not silence: O Lord, be not far 
from me. 

23 Stir up thyself, and awake to my 
judgment, even unto my cause, my 
God and my Lord. 

24 Judge me, O Lord my God, ac¬ 
cording to thy righteousness; and let 
them not rejoice over me. 

25 Let them not say in their hearts, 
Ah, so would we have it: let them 
not say, We have swallowed him up. 


26 Let them be ashamed and 
brought to confusion together that 
rejoice at mine hurt: let them be 
clothed with shame and dishonour 
that magnify themselves against me. 

27 Let them shout for joy, and be 
glad, that favour my righteous cause: 
yea, let them say continually, Let the 
Lord be magnified, which hath 
pleasure in the prosperity of his ser¬ 
vant. 

28 And my tongue shall speak of 
thy righteousness and of thy praise 
all the day long. 

PSALM 36 

To the chief Musician, A Psalm of David 
the servant of the Lord. 

HE TRANSGRESSION of the 
wicked saith within my heart, 
that there is no fear of God before 
his eyes. 

2 For he flattereth himself in his 
own eyes, until his iniquity be found 
to be hateful. 

3 The words of his mouth are iniq¬ 
uity and deceit: he hath left off to be 
wise, and to do good. 

4 He deviseth mischief upon his 
bed; he setteth himself in a way that 
is not good; he abhorreth not evil. 

5 Thy mercy, O Lord, is in the 
heavens; and thy faithfulness rea- 
cheth unto the clouds. 

6 Thy righteousness is like the great 
mountains; thy judgments are a 
great deep: O Lord, thou preservest 
man and beast. 

7 How excellent is thy lovingkind¬ 
ness, O God! therefore the children 
of men put their trust under the 
shadow of thy wings. 

8 They shall be abundantly satisfied 
with the fatness of thy house; and 
thou shalt make them drink of the 
river of thy pleasures. 

9 For with thee is the fountain of 
life: in thy light shall we see light. 

10 O continue thy lovingkindness 
unto them that know thee; and thy 
righteousness to the upright in 
heart. 

11 Let not the foot of pride come

against me, and let not the hand of 
the wicked remove me. 

12 There are the workers of iniq¬ 
uity fallen: they are cast down, and 
shall not be able to rise. 

PSALM 37 

A Psalm of David. 

RET not thyself because of evil¬ 
doers, neither be thou envious 
against the workers of iniquity. 

2 For they shall soon be cut down 
like the grass, and wither as the 
green herb. 

3 Trust in the Lord, and do good; 
so shalt thou dwell in the land, and 
verily thou shalt be fed. 

4 Delight thyself also in the Lord; 
and he shall give thee the desires of 
thine heart. 

j Commit thy way unto the Lord; 
trust also in him; and he shall bring 
it to pass. 

6 And he shall bring forth thy righ¬ 
teousness as the light, and thy judg¬ 
ment as the noonday. 

7 Rest in the Lord, and wait 
patiently for him: fret not thyself 
because of him who prospereth in 
his way, because of the man who 
bringeth wicked devices to pass. 

8 Cease from anger, and forsake 
wrath: fret not thyself in any wise to 
do evil. 

9 For evildoers shall be cut off: but 
those that wait upon the Lord, they 
shall inherit the earth. 

10 For yet a litde while, and the 
wicked shall not be: yea, thou shalt 
diligently consider his place, and it 
shall not be. 

11 But the meek shall inherit the 
earth; and shall delight themselves in 
the abundance of peace. 

12 The wicked plotteth against the 
just, and gnasheth upon him with 
his teeth. 

13 The Lord shall laugh at him: for 
he seeth that his day is coming. 

14 The wicked have drawn out the 
sword, and have bent their bow, to 
cast down the poor and needy, and 
to slay such as be of upright conver¬ 
sation. 


15 Their sword shall enter into their 
own heart, and their bows shall be 
broken. 

16 A little that a righteous man hath 
is better than the riches of many 
wicked. 

17 For the arms of the wicked shall 
be broken: but the Lord upholdeth 
the righteous. 

18 The Lord knoweth the days of 
the upright: and their inheritance 
shall be for ever. 

19 They shall not be ashamed in the 
evil time: and in the days of famine 
they shall be satisfied. 

20 But the wicked shall perish, and 
the enemies of the Lord shall be as 
the fat of lambs: they shall consume; 
into smoke shall they consume away. 

21 The wicked borroweth, and 
payeth not again: but the righteous 
showeth mercy, and giveth. 

22 For such as be blessed of him 
shall inherit the earth; and they that 
be cursed of him shall be cut off. 

23 The steps of a good man are or¬ 
dered by the Lord: and he delighteth 
in his way. 

24 Though he fall, he shall not be 
utterly cast down: for the Lord up¬ 
holdeth him with his hand. 

25 I have been young, and now am 
old; yet have I not seen the righ¬ 
teous forsaken, nor his seed begging 
bread. 

26 He is ever merciful, and lendeth; 
and his seed is blessed. 

27 Depart from evil, and do good; 
and dwell for evermore. 

28 For the Lord loveth judgment, 
and forsaketh not his saints; they are 
preserved for ever: but the seed of 
the wicked shall be cut off. 

29 The righteous shall inherit the 
land, and dwell therein for ever. 

30 The mouth of the righteous 
speaketh wisdom, and his tongue 
talketh of judgment. 

31 The law of his God is in his 
heart; none of his steps shall slide. 

32 The wicked watcheth the righ¬ 
teous, and seeketh to slay him. 

33 The Lord will not leave him in 



his hand, nor condemn him when 
he is judged. 

34 Wait on the Lord, and keep his 
way, and he shall exalt thee to in¬ 
herit the land: when the wicked are 
cut off, thou shalt see it, 

35 I have seen the wicked in great 
power, and spreading himself like a 
green bay tree. 

36 Yet he passed away, and, lo, he 
was not: yea, I sought him, but he 
could not be found, 

37 Mark the perfect man, and be¬ 
hold the upright: for the end of that 
man is peace. 

38 But the transgressors shall be de¬ 
stroyed together: the end of the 
wicked shall be cut off. 

39 But the salvation of the righ¬ 
teous is of the Lord: he is their 
strength in the time of trouble. 

40 And the Lord shall help them, 
and deliver them: he shall deliver 
them from the wicked, and save 
them, because they trust in him. 

PSALM 38 

A Psalm of David, to bring to 
remembrance. 

O Lord, rebuke me not in thy 
wrath: neither chasten me in 
thy hot displeasure. 

2 For thine arrows stick fast in me, 
and thy hand presseth me sore. 

3 There is no soundness in my flesh 
because of thine anger; neither is 
there any rest in my bones because 
of my sin. 

4 For mine iniquities are gone over 
mine head: as an heavy burden they 
are too heavy for me. 

5 My wounds stink and are corrupt 
because of my foolishness. 

6 I am troubled; I am bowed down 
greatly; I go mourning all the day 
long. 

7 For my loins are filled with a 
loathsome disease: and there is no 
soundness in my flesh. 

8 I am feeble and sore broken: I 
have roared by reason of the dis¬ 
quietness of my heart. 

9 Lord, all my desire is before thee; 


and my groaning is not hid from 
thee. 

10 My heart panteth, my strength 
faileth me: as for the light of mine 
eyes, it also is gone from me. 

11 My lovers and my friends stand 
aloof from my sore; and my kins¬ 
men stand afar off. 

12 They also that seek after my life 
lay snares for me: and they that seek 
my hurt speak mischievous things, 
and imagine deceits all the day long. 

13 But 1 , as a deaf man, heard not; 
and I was as a dumb man that 
openeth not his mouth. 

14 Thus I was as a man that heareth 
not, and in whose mouth are no re¬ 
proofs. 

15 For in thee, O Lord, do I hope: 
thou wilt hear, O Lord my God. 

16 For I said, Hear me, lest other¬ 
wise they should rejoice over me: 
when my foot slippeth, they mag¬ 
nify themselves against me. 

17 For I am ready to halt, and my 
sorrow is continually before me. 

18 For I will declare mine iniquity; 

1 will be sorry for my sin. 

19 But mine enemies are lively, and 
they are strong: and they that hate 
me wrongfully are multiplied. 

20 They also that render evil for 
good are mine adversaries; because I 
follow the thing that good is. 

21 Forsake me not, O Lord: O my 
God, be not far from me. 

22 Make haste to help me, O Lord 
my salvation. 

PSALM 39 

To the chief Musician, even to Jeduthun, 
A Psalm of David. 

said, I will take heed to my ways, 
that I sin not with my tongue: I 
will keep my mouth with a bridle, 
while the wicked is before me. 

2 I was dumb with silence, I held 
my peace, even from good; and my 
sorrow was stirred. 

3 My heart was hot within me, 
while I was musing the fire burned: 
then spake I with my tongue, 

4 Lord, make me to know mine 
end, and the measure of my days, 
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what it is; that I may know how frail 

1 am. 

5 Behold, thou hast made my days 
as an handbreadth; and mine age is 
as nothing before thee: verily every 
man at his best state is altogether 
vanity. Selah. 

6 Surely every man walketh in a 
vain show: surely they are disquieted 
in vain: he heapeth up riches, and 
knoweth not who shall gather them. 

7 And now, Lord, what wait I for? 
my hope is in thee. 

8 Deliver me from all my transgres¬ 
sions: make me not the reproach of 
the foolish. 

9 I was dumb, I opened not my 
mouth; because thou didst it. 

10 Remove thy stroke away from 
me: I am consumed by the blow of 
thine hand. 

11 When thou with rebukes dost 
correct man for iniquity, thou mak- 
est his beauty to consume away like 
a moth: surely every man is vanity. 
Selah. 

12 Hear my prayer, O Lord, and 
give ear unto my cry; hold not thy 
peace at my tears: for I am a stranger 
with thee, and a sojourner, as all my 
fathers were. 

13 O spare me, that I may recover 
strength, before I go hence, and be 
no more. 

PSALM 40 

To the chief Musician, A Psalm of David. 
waited patiently for the Lord; and 
he inchned unto me, and heard 
my cry. 

2 He brought me up also out of an 
horrible pit, out of the miry clay, 
and set my feet upon a rock, and es¬ 
tablished my goings. 

3 And he hath put a new song in 
my mouth, even praise unto our 
God: many shall see it, and fear, and 
shall trust in the Lord. 

4 Blessed is that man that maketh 
the Lord his trust, and respecteth 
not the proud, nor such as turn aside 
to hes. 

5 Many, O Lord my God, are thy 
wonderful works which thou hast 


done, and thy thoughts which are to 
us-ward: they cannot be reckoned 
up in order unto thee: if I would 
declare and speak of them, they are 
more than can be numbered. 

6 Sacrifice and offering thou didst 
not desire; mine ears hast thou 
opened: burnt offering and sin of¬ 
fering hast thou not required. 

7 Then said I, Lo, I come: in the 
volume of the book it is written of 
me, 

8 I delight to do thy will, O my 
God: yea, thy law is within my 
heart. 

9 I have preached righteousness in 
the great congregation: lo, I have 
not refrained my lips, O Lord, thou 
knowest. 

10 I have not hid thy righteousness 
within my heart; I have declared thy 
faithfulness and thy salvation: I have 
not concealed thy lovingkindness 
and thy truth from the great congre¬ 
gation. 

11 Withhold not thou thy tender 
mercies from me, O Lord: let thy 
lovingkindness and thy truth contin¬ 
ually preserve me. 

12 For innumerable evils have com¬ 
passed me about: mine iniquities 
have taken hold upon me, so that I 
am not able to look up; they are 
more than the hairs of mine head: 
therefore my heart faileth me. 

13 Be pleased, O Lord, to deliver 
me: O Lord, make haste to help me. 

14 Let them be ashamed and con¬ 
founded together that seek after my 
soul to destroy it; let them be driven 
backward and put to shame that 
wish me evil. 

15 Let them be desolate for a re¬ 
ward of their shame that say unto 
me, Aha, aha. 

16 Let all those that seek thee re¬ 
joice and be glad in thee: let such as 
love thy salvation say continually. 
The Lord be magnified. 

17 But I am poor and needy; yet 
the Lord thinketh upon me: thou art 
my help and my deliverer; make no 
tarrying, O my God. 



PSALM 41 

To the chief Musician, A Psalm of David. 
lessed is he that considereth the 
poor: the Lord will deliver him 
in time of trouble. 

2 The Lord will preserve him, and 
keep him alive; and he shall be 
blessed upon the earth: and thou 
wilt not deliver him unto the will of 
his enemies. 

3 The Lord will strengthen him 
upon the bed of languishing: thou 
wilt make all his bed in his sickness. 

4 I said, Lord, be merciful unto me: 
heal my soul; for I have sinned 
against thee. 

5 Mine enemies speak evil of me. 
When shall he die, and his name 
perish? 

6 And if he come to see me, he 
speaketh vanity: his heart gathereth 
iniquity to itself; when he goeth 
abroad, he telleth it. 

7 All that hate me whisper together 
against me: against me do they de¬ 
vise my hurt. 

8 An evil disease, say they, cleaveth 
fast unto him: and now that he lieth 
he shall rise up no more. 

9 Yea, mine own familiar friend, in 
whom I trusted, which did eat of 
my bread, hath lifted up his heel 
against me. 

10 But thou, O Lord, be merciful 
unto me, and raise me up, that 1 may 
requite them. 

11 By this I know that thou 
favourest me, because mine enemy 
doth not triumph over me. 

12 And as for me, thou upholdest 
me in mine integrity, and settest me 
before thy face for ever. 

13 Blessed be the Lord God of 
Israel from everlasting, and to ever¬ 
lasting. Amen, and Amen. 

PSALM 42 

To the chief Musician, Maschil , 
for the sons of Korah. 
s the hart panteth after the 
water brooks, so panteth my 
soul after thee, O God. 

2 My soul thirsteth for God, for the 


living God: when shall I come and 
appear before God? 

3 My tears have been my meat day 
and night, while they continually 
say unto me, Where is thy God? 

4 When I remember these things, I 
pour out my soul in me: for I had 
gone with the multitude, I went 
with them to the house of God, 
with the voice of joy and praise, 
with a multitude that kept holyday. 
3 Why art thou cast down, O my 
soul? and why art thou disquieted in 
me? hope thou in God: for I shall 
yet praise him for the help of his 
countenance. 

6 O my God, my soul is cast down 
within me: therefore will I remem¬ 
ber thee from the land of Jordan, 
and of the Hermonites, from the 
hill Mizar. 

7 Deep calleth unto deep at the 
noise of thy waterspouts: all thy 
waves and thy billows are gone over 
me. 

8 Yet the Lord will command his 
lovingkindness in the daytime, and 
in the night his song shall be with 
me, and my prayer unto the God of 
my life. 

9 I will say unto God my rock, 
Why hast thou forgotten me? why 
go I mourning because of the op¬ 
pression of the enemy? 

10 As with a sword in my bones, 
mine enemies reproach me; while 
they say daily unto me, Where is thy 
God? 

11 Why art thou cast down, O my 
soul? and why art thou disquieted 
within me? hope thou in God: for I 
shall yet praise him, who is the 
health of my countenance, and my 
God. 

PSALM 43 

J udge me, O God, and plead my 
cause against an ungodly nation: 
O deliver me from the deceitful and 
unjust man. 

2 For thou art the God of my 
strength: why dost thou cast me off? 
why go I mourning because of the 
oppression of the enemy? 
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3 O send out thy light and thy | 
truth: let them lead me; let them 
bring me unto thy holy hill, and to 
thy tabernacles. 

4 Then will I go unto the altar of 
God, unto God my exceeding joy: 
yea, upon the harp will I praise thee, 
O God my God. 

j Why art thou cast down, O my 
soul? and why art thou disquieted 
within me? hope in God: for I shall 
yet praise him, who is the health of 
my countenance, and my God. 

PSALM 44 

To the chief Musician for the sons of 
Korah, Maschil. 

e have heard with our ears, O 
God, our fathers have told us, 
what work thou didst in their days, 
in the times of old. 

2 How thou didst drive out the 
heathen with thy hand, and plant- 
edst them; how thou didst afflict the 
people, and cast them out. 

3 For they got not the land in pos¬ 
session by their own sword, neither 
did their own arm save them: but 
thy right hand, and thine arm, and 
the light of thy countenance, be¬ 
cause thou hadst a favour unto 
them. 

4 Thou art my King, O God: com¬ 
mand deliverances for Jacob. 

5 Through thee will we push down 
our enemies; through thy name will 
we tread them under that rise up 
against us. 

6 For I will not trust in my bow, 
neither shall my sword save me. 

7 But thou hast saved us from our 
enemies, and hast put them to 
shame that hated us. 

8 In God we boast all the day long, 
and praise thy name for ever. Selah. 

9 But thou hast cast off, and put us 
to shame; and goest not forth with 
our armies. 

10 Thou makest us to turn back 
from the enemy: and they which 
hate us spoil for themselves. 

11 Thou hast given us like sheep 
appointed for meat; and hast scat¬ 
tered us among the heathen. 


12 Thou sellest thy people for 
nought, and dost not increase thy 
wealth by their price. 

13 Thou makest us a reproach to 
our neighbours, a scorn and a deri¬ 
sion to them that are round about 
us. 

14 Thou makest us a byword 
among the heathen, a shaking of the 
head among the people. 

ij My confusion is continually be¬ 
fore me, and the shame of my face 
hath covered me, 

16 For the voice of him that re- 
proacheth and blasphemeth; by rea¬ 
son of the enemy and avenger. 

17 All this is come upon us; yet 
have we not forgotten thee, neither 
have we dealt falsely in thy 
covenant. 

18 Our heart is not turned back, 
neither have our steps declined from 
thy way; 

19 Though thou hast sore broken 
us in the place of dragons, and cov¬ 
ered us with the shadow of death. 

20 If we have forgotten the name 
of our God, or stretched out our 
hands to a strange god; 

21 Shall not God search this out? 
for he knoweth the secrets of the 
heart. 

22 Yea, for thy sake are we killed all 
the day long; we are counted as 
sheep for the slaughter. 

23 Awake, why sleepest thou, O 
Lord? arise, cast us not off for ever. 

24 Wherefore hidest thou thy face, 
and forgettest our affliction and our 
oppression? 

25 For our soul is bowed down to 
the dust: our belly deaveth unto the 
earth. 

26 Arise for our help, and redeem 
us for thy mercies’ sake. 

PSALM 45 

To the chief Musician upon Shoshannim, 
for the sons of Korah, Maschil, 

A Song of loves. 

Y heart is inditing a good 
matter: I speak of the thing; 
which I have made touching the 





king: my tongue is the pen of a 
ready writer. 

2 Thou art fairer than the children 
of men: grace is poured into thy 
lips: therefore God hath blessed thee 
for ever. 

3 Gird thy sword upon thy thigh, O 
most mighty, with thy glory and thy 
majesty. 

4 And in thy majesty ride prosper¬ 
ously because of truth and meekness 
and righteousness; and thy right 
hand shall teach thee terrible things. 

5 Thine arrows are sharp in the 
heart of the king’s enemies; 
whereby the people fall under thee. 

6 Thy throne, O God, is for ever 
and ever: the sceptre of thy king¬ 
dom is a right sceptre. 

7 Thou lovest righteousness, and 
hatest wickedness: therefore God, 
thy God, hath anointed thee with 
the oil of gladness above thy fellows. 

8 All thy garments smell of myrrh, 
and aloes, and cassia, out of the 
ivory palaces, whereby they have 
made thee glad. 

9 Kings’ daughters were among thy 
honourable women: upon thy right 
hand did stand the queen in gold of 
Ophir. 

10 Hearken, O daughter, and con¬ 
sider, and incline thine ear; forget 
also thine own people, and thy fa¬ 
ther’s house; 

11 So shall the king greatly desire 
thy beauty: for he is thy Lord; and 
worship thou him. 

12 And the daughter of Tyre shall 
be there with a gift; even the rich 
among the people shall entreat thy 
favour. 

13 The king’s daughter is all glori¬ 
ous within: her clothing is of 
wrought gold. 

14 She shall be brought unto the 
king in raiment of needlework: the 
virgins her companions that follow 
her shall be brought unto thee. 

15 With gladness and rejoicing shall 
they be brought: they shall enter 
into the king’s palace. 

16 Instead of thy fathers shall be thy 


children, whom thou mayest make 
princes in all the earth. 

17 I will make thy name to be re¬ 
membered in all generations: there¬ 
fore shall the people praise thee for 
ever and ever.

23 Whoso offereth praise glorifieth 
me: and to him that ordereth his 
conversation aright will 1 show the 
salvation of God.

God, thou art my God; early 
will I seek thee: my soul 
thirsteth for thee, my flesh longeth 
for thee in a dry and thirsty land, 
where no water is; 

2 To see thy power and thy glory, so 
as l have seen thee in the sanctuary. 

3 Because thy lovingkindness is bet¬ 
ter than life, my lips shall praise thee. 

4 Thus will I bless thee while I live: 
I will lift up my hands in thy name. 

5 My soul shall be satisfied as with 
marrow and fatness; and my mouth 
shall praise thee with joyful lips: 

6 When I remember thee upon my 
bed, and meditate on thee in the 
night watches. 

7 Because thou hast been my help, 
therefore in the shadow of thy 
wings will I rejoice. 


8 My soul followeth hard after thee: 
thy right hand upholdeth me. 

9 But those that seek my soul, to 
destroy it, shall go into the lower 
parts of the earth. 

10 They shall fall by the sword: they 
shall be a portion for foxes. 

11 But the king shall rejoice in 
God; every one that sweareth by 
him shall glory: but the mouth of 
them that speak lies shall be stopped. 

PSALM 64 

To the chief Musician, A Psalm of David. 
ear my voice, O God, in my 
prayer: preserve my life from 
fear of the enemy. 

2 Hide me from the secret counsel 
of the wicked; from the insurrection 
of the workers of iniquity: 

3 Who whet their tongue like a 
sword, and bend their bows to shoot 
their arrows, even bitter words: 

4 That they may shoot in secret at 
the perfect: suddenly do they shoot 
at him, and fear not. 

5 They encourage themselves in an 
evil matter: they commune of laying 
snares privily; they say, Who shall 
see them? 

6 They search out iniquities; they 
accomplish a diligent search: both 
the inward thought of every one of 
them, and the heart, is deep. 

7 But God shall shoot at them with 
an arrow; suddenly shall they be 
wounded. 

8 So they shall make their own 
tongue to fall upon themselves: all 
that see them shall flee away. 

9 And all men shall fear, and shall 
declare the work of God; for they 
shall wisely consider of his doing. 

10 The righteous shall be glad in 
the Lord, and shall trust in him; and 
all the upright in heart shall glory. 

PSALM 65 

To the chief Musician, 

A Psalm and Song of David. 
raise waiteth for thee, O God, 
in Sion: and unto thee shall the 
vow be performed. 
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2 O thou that hearest prayer, unto 
thee shall all flesh come. 

3 Iniquities prevail against me: as 
for our transgressions, thou shalt 
purge them away. 

4 Blessed is the man whom thou 
choosest, and causest to approach 
unto thee, that he may dwell in thy 
courts: we shall be satisfied with the 
goodness of thy house, even of thy 
holy temple. 

j By terrible things in righteousness 
wilt thou answer us, O God of our 
salvation; who art the confidence of 
all the ends of the earth, and of 
them that are afar off upon the sea: 

6 Which by his strength setteth fast 
the mountains; being girded with 
power: 

7 Which stilleth the noise of the 
seas, the noise of their waves, and 
the tumult of the people. 

8 They also that dwell in the utter¬ 
most parts are afraid at thy tokens: 
thou makest the outgoings of the 
morning and evening to rejoice. 

9 Thou visitest the earth, and wa- 
terest it: thou gready enrichest it 
with the river of God, which is full 
of water: thou preparest them corn, 
when thou hast so provided for it. 

10 Thou waterest the ridges thereof 
abundandy: thou setdest the furrows 
thereof: thou makest it soft with 
showers: thou blessest the springing 
thereof. 

11 Thou crownest the year with thy 
goodness; and thy paths drop fatness. 

12 They drop upon the pastures of 
the wilderness: and the little hills re¬ 
joice on every side. 

13 The pastures are clothed with 
flocks; the valleys also are covered 
over with corn; they shout for joy, 
they also sing. 

PSALM 66 

To the chief Musician, A Song or Psalm. 
ake a joyful noise unto God, 
all ye lands: 

2 Sing forth the honour of his 
name: make his praise glorious. 

3 Say unto God, How terrible art 


thou in thy works! through the 
greatness of thy power shall thine 
enemies submit themselves unto 
thee. 

4 All the earth shall worship thee, 
and shall sing unto thee; they shall 
sing to thy name. Selah. 

J Come and see the works of God: 
he is terrible in his doing toward the 
children of men. 

6 He turned the sea into dry land: 
they went through the flood on 
foot: there did we rejoice in him. 

7 He ruleth by his power for ever; 
his eyes behold the nations: let not 
the rebellious exalt themselves. 
Selah. 

8 O bless our God, ye people, and 
make the voice of his praise to be 
heard: 

9 Which holdeth our soul in life, 
and suffereth not our feet to be 
moved. 

10 For thou, O God, hast proved 
us: thou hast tried us, as silver is 
tried. 

11 Thou broughtest us into the net; 
thou laidst affliction upon our loins. 

12 Thou hast caused men to ride 
over our heads; we went through 
fire and through water: but thou 
broughtest us out into a wealthy 
place. 

13 I will go into thy house with 
burnt offerings: I will pay thee my 
vows, 

14 Which my lips have uttered, and 
my mouth hath spoken, when I was 
in trouble. 

15 1 will offer unto thee burnt sac¬ 
rifices of fadings, with the incense 
of rams; I will offer bullocks with 
goats. Selah. 

16 Come and hear, all ye that fear 
God, and 1 will declare what he hath 
done for my soul. 

17 I cried unto him with my 
mouth, and he was extolled with my 
tongue. 

18 If I regard iniquity in my heart, 
the Lord will not hear me: 

19 But verily God hath heard me; 
he hath attended to the voice of my 
prayer. 




20 Blessed be God, which hath not 
turned away my prayer, nor his 
mercy from me. 

PSALM 67 

To the chief Musician on Neginoth, 

A Psalm or Song. 

od be merciful unto us, and 
bless us; and cause his face to 
shine upon us; Selah. 

2 That thy way may be known 
upon earth, thy saving health among 
all nations. 

3 Let the people praise thee, O

4 O let the nations be glad and sing 
for joy: for thou shalt judge the peo¬ 
ple righteously, and govern the na¬ 
tions upon earth. Selah. 

5 Let the people praise thee, O 
God; let all the people praise thee. 

6 Then shall the earth yield her in¬ 
crease; and God, even our own 
God, shall bless us. 

7 God shall bless us; and all the ends 
of the earth shall fear him.

3 But let the righteous be glad; let 
them rejoice before God: yea, let 
them exceedingly rejoice. 

4 Sing unto God, sing praises to his 
name: extol him that rideth upon 
the heavens by his name Jah, and re¬ 
joice before him. 

5 A father of the fatherless, and a 
judge of the widows, is God in his 
holy habitation. 

6 God setteth the solitary in fami¬ 
lies: he bringeth out those which are 
bound with chains: but the rebel¬ 
lious dwell in a dry land. 

7 O God, when thou wentest forth 
before thy people, when thou didst 


march through the wilderness; 
Selah: 

8 The earth shook, the heavens also 
dropped at the presence of God: 
even Sinai itself was moved at the 
presence of God, the God of Israel. 

9 Thou, O God, didst send a plen¬ 
tiful rain, whereby thou didst con¬ 
firm thine inheritance, when it was 
weary. 

10 Thy congregation hath dwelt 
therein: thou, O God, hast prepared 
of thy goodness for the poor. 

11 The Lord gave the word: great 
was the company of those that pub¬ 
lished it. 

12 Kings of armies did flee apace: 
and she that tarried at home divided 
the spoil. 

13 Though ye have lain among the 
pots, yet shall ye be as the wings of a 
dove covered with silver, and her 
feathers with yellow gold. 

14 When the Almighty scattered 
kings in it, it was white as snow in 
Salmon. 

15 The hill of God is as the hill of 
Bashan; an high hill as the hill of 
Bashan. 

16 Why leap ye, ye high hills? this is 
the hill which God desireth to dwell 
in: yea, the Lord will dwell in it for 
ever. 

17 The chariots of God are twenty 
thousand, even thousands of angels: 
the Lord is among them, as in Sinai, 
in the holy place. 

18 Thou hast ascended on high, 
thou hast led captivity captive: thou 
hast, received gifts for men; yea, for 
the rebellious also, that the Lord 
God might dwell among them. 

19 Blessed be the Lord, who daily 
loadeth us with benefits, even the 
God of our salvation. Selah. 

20 He that is our God is the God of 
salvation; and unto God the Lord 
belong the issues from death. 

21 But God shall wound the head 
of his enemies, and the hairy scalp 
of such an one as goeth on still in 
his trespasses. 

22 The Lord said, I will bring again 
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from Bashan, I will bring my people 
again from the depths of the sea: 

23 That thy foot may be dipped in 
the blood of thine enemies, and the 
tongue of thy dogs in the same. 

24 They have seen thy goings, O 
God; even the goings of my God, 
my King, in the sanctuary. 

2J The singers went before, the 
players on instruments followed 
after; among them were the damsels 
playing with timbrels. 

26 Bless ye God in the congrega¬ 
tions, even the Lord, from the foun¬ 
tain of Israel. 

27 There is litde Benjamin with 
their ruler, the princes of Judah and 
their council, the princes of Zebu- 
lun, and the princes of Naphtali. 

28 Thy God hath commanded thy 
strength: strengthen, O God, that 
which thou hast wrought for us. 

29 Because of thy temple at 
Jerusalem shall kings bring presents 
unto thee. 

30 Rebuke the company of spear¬ 
men, the multitude of the bulls, 
with the calves of the people, till 
every one submit himself with 
pieces of silver: scatter thou the 
people that delight in war. 

31 Princes shall come out of Egypt; 
Ethiopia shall soon stretch out her 
hands unto God. 

32 Sing unto God, ye kingdoms of 
the earth; O sing praises unto the 
Lord; Selah: 

33 To him that rideth upon the 
heavens of heavens, which were of 
old; lo, he doth send out his voice, 
and that a mighty voice. 

34 Ascribe ye strength unto God: 
his excellency is over Israel, and his 
strength is in the clouds. 

35 O God, thou art terrible out 
of thy holy places: the God of 
Israel is he that giveth strength and 
power unto his people. Blessed be 
God. 

PSALM 69 

To the chief Musician upon Shoshannim, 
A Psalm of David. 

ave me, O God; for the waters 
are come in unto my soul. 


2 I sink in deep mire, where there is 
no standing: I am come into deep 
waters, where the floods overflow 
me. 

3 1 am weary of my crying: my 
throat is dried: mine eyes fail while I 
wait for my God. 

4 They that hate me without a 
cause are more than the hairs of 
mine head: they that would destroy 
me, being mine enemies wrongfully, 
are mighty: then I restored that 
which I took not away. 

5 O God, thou knowest my fool¬ 
ishness; and my sins are not hid from 
thee. 

6 Let not them that wait on thee, O 
Lord God of hosts, be ashamed for 
my sake: let not those that seek thee 
be confounded for my sake, O God 
of Israel. 

7 Because for thy sake I have borne 
reproach; shame hath covered my 

face. 

8 I am become a stranger unto my 
brethren, and an alien unto my 
mothers children. 

9 For the zeal of thine house hath 
eaten me up; and the reproaches of 
them that reproached thee are fallen 
upon me. 

10 When I wept, and chastened my 
soul with fasting, that was to my re¬ 
proach. 

11 I made sackcloth also my gar¬ 
ment; and I became a proverb to 
them. 

12 They that sit in the gate speak 
against me; and I was the song of 
the drunkards. 

13 But as for me, my prayer is unto 
thee, O Lord, in an acceptable time: 
O God, in the multitude of thy 
mercy hear me, in the truth of thy 
salvation. 

14 Deliver me out of the mire, and 
let me not sink: let me be delivered 
from them that hate me, and out of 
the deep waters. 

15 Let not the waterflood overflow 
me, neither let the deep swallow me 
up, and let not the pit shut her 
mouth upon me. 

16 Hear me, O Lord; for thy lov- 



ingkindness is good: turn unto me 
according to the multitude of thy 
tender mercies. 

17 And hide not thy face from thy 
servant; for I am in trouble: hear me 
speedily. 

18 Draw nigh unto my soul, and re¬ 
deem it: deliver me because of mine 
enemies. 

19 Thou hast known my reproach, 
and my shame, and my dishonour: 
mine adversaries are all before thee. 

20 Reproach hath broken my heart; 
and I am full of heaviness: and I 
looked for some to take pity, but 
there was none; and for comforters, 
but I found none. 

21 They gave me also gall for my 
meat; and in my thirst they gave me 
vinegar to drink. 

22 Let their table become a snare 
before them: and that which should 
have been for their welfare, let it be¬ 
come a trap. 

23 Let their eyes be darkened, that 
they see not; and make their loins 
continually to shake. 

24 Pour out thine indignation upon 
them, and let thy wrathful anger 
take hold of them. 

25 Let their habitation be desolate; 
and let none dwell in their tents. 

26 For they persecute him whom 
thou hast smitten; and they talk to 
the grief of those whom thou hast 
wounded. 

27 Add iniquity unto their iniquity: 
and let them not come into thy 
righteousness. 

28 Let them be blotted out of the 
book of the living, and not be writ¬ 
ten with the righteous. 

29 But I am poor and sorrowful: let 
thy salvation, O God, set me up on 
high. 

30 I will praise the name of God 
with a song, and will magnify him 
with thanksgiving. 

31 This also shall please the Lord 
better than an ox or bullock that 
hath horns and hoofs. 

32 The humble shall see this, and 
be glad: and your heart shall live that 
seek God. 


33 For the Lord heareth the poor, 
and despiseth not his prisoners. 

34 Let the heaven and earth praise 
him, the seas, and every thing that 
moveth therein. 

35 For God will save Zion, and will 
build the cities of Judah: that they 
may dwell there, and have it in pos¬ 
session. 

36 The seed also of his servants 
shall inherit it: and they that love his 
name shall dwell therein. 

PSALM 70 

To the chief Musician, A Psalm of David, 
to bring to remembrance. 
ake haste, O God, to deliver 
me; make haste to help me, O 

Lord. 

2 Let them be ashamed and con¬ 
founded that seek after my soul: let 
them be turned backward, and put 
to confusion, that desire my hurt. 

3 Let them be turned back for a re¬ 
ward of their shame that say, Aha, 
aha. 

4 Let all those that seek thee rejoice 
and be glad in thee: and let such as 
love thy salvation say continually, 
Let God be magnified. 

5 But I am poor and needy: make 
haste unto me, O God: thou art my 
help and my deliverer; O Lord, 
make no tarrying. 

PSALM 71 

I N thee, O Lord, do I put my 
trust: let me never be put to con¬ 
fusion. 

2 Deliver me in thy righteousness, 
and cause me to escape: incline 
thine ear unto me, and save me. 

3 Be thou my strong habitation, 
whereunto I may continually resort: 
thou hast given commandment to 
save me; for thou art my rock and 
my fortress. 

4 Deliver me, O my God, out of 
the hand of the wicked, out of the 
hand of the unrighteous and cruel 
man. 

5 For thou art my hope, O Lord 
God; thou art my trust from my 
youth. 

6 By thee have I been holden up 
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from the womb: thou art he that 
took me out of my mother’s bowels: 
my praise shall be continually of 
thee. 

7 I am as a wonder unto many; but 
thou art my strong refuge. 

8 Let my mouth be filled with thy 
praise and with thy honour all the 
day. 

9 Cast me not off in the time of old 
age; forsake me not when my 
strength faileth. 

10 For mine enemies speak against 
me; and they that lay wait for my 
soul take counsel together, 

11 Saying, God hath forsaken him: 
persecute and take him; for there is 
none to deliver him. 

12 O God, be not far from me: O 
my God, make haste for my help. 

13 Let them be confounded and 
consumed that are adversaries to my 
soul; let them be covered with re¬ 
proach and dishonour that seek my 
hurt. 

14 But I will hope continually, and 
will yet praise thee more and more. 

15 My mouth shall show forth thy 
righteousness and thy salvation all 
the day; for I know not the numbers 
thereof. 

16 I will go in the strength of the 
Lord God: I will make mention of 
thy righteousness, even of thine 
only. 

17 O God, thou hast taught me 
from my youth: and hitherto have I 
declared thy wondrous works. 

18 Now also when I am old and 
grayheaded, O God, forsake me not; 
until I have shown thy strength unto 
this generation, and thy power to 
every one that is to come. 

19 Thy righteousness also, O God, 
is very high, who hast done great 
things: O God, who is like unto 
thee! 

20 Thou, which hast shown me 
great and sore troubles, shalt 
quicken me again, and shalt bring 
me up again from the depths of the 
earth. 

21 Thou shalt increase my great¬ 
ness, and comfort me on every side. 


22 I will also praise thee with the 
psaltery, even thy truth, O my God: 
unto thee will I sing with the harp, 
O thou Holy One of Israel. 

23 My lips shall greatly rejoice 
when I sing unto thee; and my soul, 
which thou hast redeemed. 

24 My tongue also shall talk of thy 
righteousness all the day long: for 
they are confounded, for they are 
brought unto shame, that seek my 
hurt. 


PSALM 72 
A Psalm for Solomon. 
ive the king thy judgments, O 
God, and thy righteousness 
unto the king’s son. 

2 He shall judge thy people with 
righteousness, and thy poor with 
judgment. 

3 The mountains shall bring peace 
to the people, and the little hills, by 
righteousness. 

4 He shall judge the poor of the 
people, he shall save the children of 
the needy, and shall break in pieces 
the oppressor. 

5 They shall fear thee as long as the 
sun and moon endure, throughout 
all generations. 

6 He shall come down like rain 
upon the mown grass: as showers 
that water the earth. 

7 In his days shall the righteous 
flourish; and abundance of peace so 
long as the moon endureth. 

8 He shall have dominion also from 
sea to sea, and from the river unto 
the ends of the earth. 

9 They that dwell in the wilderness 
shall bow before him; and his ene¬ 
mies shall lick the dust. 

10 The kings of Tarshish and of the 
isles shall bring presents: the kings of 
Sheba and Seba shall offer gifts. 

11 Yea, all kings shall fall down be¬ 
fore him: all nations shall serve him. 

12 For he shall deliver the needy 
when he crieth; the poor also, and 
him that hath no helper. 

13 He shall spare the poor and 




needy, and shall save the souls of the 
needy. 

14 He shall redeem their soul from 
deceit and violence: and precious 
shall their blood be in his sight. 

15 And he shall live, and to him 
shall be given of the gold of Sheba: 
prayer also shall be made for him 
continually; and daily shall he be 
praised. 

16 There shall be an handful of 
corn in the earth upon the top of 
the mountains; the fruit thereof 
shall shake like Lebanon: and they of 
the city shall flourish like grass of 
the earth. 

17 His name shall endure for ever: 
his name shall be continued as long 
as the sun: and men shall be blessed 
in him: all nations shall call him 
blessed. 

18 Blessed be the Lord God, the 
God of Israel, who only doeth won¬ 
drous things. 

19 And blessed be his glorious 
name for ever: and let the whole 
earth be filled with his glory; Amen, 
and Amen. 

20 The prayers of David the son of 
Jesse are ended. 


PSALM 73 

A Psalm of Asaph. 
ruly God is good to Israel, even 
to such as are of a clean heart. 

2 But as for me, my feet were al¬ 
most gone; my steps had well nigh 
slipped. 

3 For I was envious at the foolish, 
when I saw the prosperity of the 
wicked. 

4 For there are no bands in their 
death: but their strength is firm. 

5 They are not in trouble as other 
men; neither are they plagued like 
other men. 

6 Therefore pride compasseth them 
about as a chain; violence covereth 
them as a garment. 

7 Their eyes stand out with fatness: 
they have more than heart could 
wish. 


8 They are corrupt, and speak 
wickedly concerning oppression: 
they speak loftily. 

9 They set their mouth against the 
heavens, and their tongue walketh 
through the earth. 

10 Therefore his people return 
hither: and waters of a full cup are 
wrung out to them. 

11 And they say. How doth God 
know? and is there knowledge in 
the most High? 

12 Behold, these are the ungodly, 
who prosper in the world; they in¬ 
crease in riches. 

13 Verily I have cleansed my heart 
in vain, and washed my hands in in- 
nocency. 

14 For all the day long have I been 
plagued, and chastened every morn¬ 
ing. 

15 If I say, I will speak thus; behold, 
I should offend against the genera¬ 
tion of thy children. 

16 When I thought to know this, it 
was too painful for me; 

17 Until I went into the sanctuary 
of God; then understood I their 
end. 

18 Surely thou didst set them in 
slippery places: thou castedst them 
down into destruction. 

19 How are they brought into des¬ 
olation, as in a moment! they are ut¬ 
terly consumed with terrors. 

20 As a dream when one awaketh; 
so, O Lord, when thou awakest, 
thou shalt despise their image. 

21 Thus my heart was grieved, and 
I was pricked in my reins. 

22 So foolish was I, and ignorant: 1 
was as a beast before thee. 

23 Nevertheless I am continually 
with thee: thou hast holden me by 
my right hand. 

24 Thou shalt guide me with thy 
counsel, and afterward receive me to 
glory. 

25 Whom have I in heaven but 
thee? and there is none upon earth 
that I desire beside thee. 

26 My flesh and my heart faileth: 
but God is the strength of my heart, 
and my portion for ever. 
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27 For, lo, they that are far from 
thee shall perish: thou hast destroyed 
all them that go a-whoring from 
thee. 

28 But it is good for me to draw 
near to God: I have put my trust in 
the Lord God, that I may declare all 
thy works. 

PSALM 74 

Maschil of Asaph. 

God, why hast thou cast us off 
for ever? why doth thine anger 
smoke against the sheep of thy pas¬ 
ture? 

2 Remember thy congregation, 
which thou hast purchased of old; 
the rod of thine inheritance, which 
thou hast redeemed; this mount 
Zion, wherein thou hast dwelt. 

3 Lift up thy feet unto the perpetual 
desolations; even all that the enemy 
hath done wickedly in the sanctuary. 

4 Thine enemies roar in the midst 
of thy congregations; they set up 
their ensigns for signs. 

$ A man was famous according as 
he had lifted up axes upon the thick 
trees. 

6 But now they break down the 
carved work thereof at once with 
axes and hammers. 

7 They have cast fire into thy sanc¬ 
tuary, they have defiled by casting 
down the dwelling place of thy 
name to the ground. 

8 They said in their hearts, Let us 
destroy them together: they have 
burned up all the synagogues of 
God in the land. 

9 We see not our signs: there is no 
more any prophet: neither is there 
among us any that knoweth how 
long. 

10 O God, how long shall the ad¬ 
versary reproach? shall the enemy 
blaspheme thy name for ever? 

11 Why withdrawest thou thy 
hand, even thy right hand? pluck it 
out of thy bosom. 

12 For God is my King of old, 
working salvation in the midst of 
the earth. 


13 Thou didst divide the sea by thy 
strength; thou brakest the heads of 
the dragons in the waters. 

14 Thou brakest the heads of 
leviathan in pieces, and gavest him 
to be meat to the people inhabiting 
the wilderness. 

13 Thou didst cleave the fountain 
and the flood: thou driedst up 
mighty rivers. 

16 The day is thine, the night also is 
thine: thou hast prepared the light 
and the sun. 

17 Thou hast set all the borders of 
the earth: thou hast made summer 
and winter. 

18 Remember this, that the enemy 
hath reproached, O Lord, and that 
the foolish people have blasphemed 
thy name. 

19 O deliver not the soul of thy 
turtledove unto the multitude of the 
wicked: forget not the congregation 
of thy poor for ever. 

20 Have respect unto the covenant: 
for the dark places of the earth are 
full of the habitations of cruelty. 

21 O let not the oppressed return 
ashamed: let the poor and needy 
praise thy name. 

22 Arise, O God, plead thine own 
cause: remember how the foolish 
man reproacheth thee daily. 

23 Forget not the voice of thine 
enemies: the tumult of those that 
rise up against thee increaseth con¬ 
tinually. 

PSALM 75 

To the chief Musician, Al-taschith, 

A Psalm or Song of Asaph. 
nto thee, O God, do we give 
thanks, unto thee do we give 
thanks: for that thy name is near thy 
wondrous works declare. 

2 When I shall receive the congre¬ 
gation I will judge uprightly. 

3 The earth and all the inhabitants 
thereof are dissolved: I bear up the 
pillars of it. Selah. 

4 I said unto the fools, Deal not 
foolishly: and to the wicked. Lift not 
up the horn: 





5 Lift not up your horn on high: 
speak not with a stiff neck. 

6 For promotion cometh neither 
from the east, nor from the west, 
nor from the south. 

7 But God is the judge: he putteth 
down one, and setteth up another. 

8 For in the hand of the Lord there 
is a cup, and the wine is red; it is full 
of mixture; and he poureth out of 
the same: but the dregs thereof, all 
the wicked of the earth shall wring 
them out, and drink them. 

9 But 1 will declare for ever; I will 
sing praises to the God of Jacob. 

10 All the horns of the wicked also 
will I cut off; but the horns of the 
righteous shall be exalted. 

PSALM 76 

To the thief Musician on Neginoth, 

A Psalm or Song of Asaph. 
n Judah is God known: his name 
is great in Israel. 

2 In Salem also is his tabernacle, 
and his dwelling place in Zion. 

3 There brake he the arrows of the 
bow, the shield, and the sword, and 
the battle. Selah. 

4 Thou art more glorious and ex¬ 
cellent than the mountains of prey. 

5 The stouthearted are spoiled, they 
have slept their sleep: and none of 
the men of might have found their 
hands. 

6 At thy rebuke, O God of Jacob, 
both the chariot and horse are cast 
into a dead sleep. 

7 Thou, even thou, art to be feared: 
and who may stand in thy sight 
when once thou art angry? 

8 Thou didst cause judgment to be 
heard from heaven; the earth feared, 
and was still, 

9 When God arose to judgment, to 
save all the meek of the earth. Selah. 

10 Surely the wrath of man shall 
praise thee: the remainder of wrath 
shalt thou restrain. 

11 Vow, and pay unto the Lord your 
God: let all that be round about him 
bring presents unto him that ought 
to be feared. 


12 He shall cut off the spirit of 
princes: he is terrible to the kings of 
the earth. 

PSALM 77 

To the chief Musician, to Jeduthun, 

A Psalm of Asaph. 

cried unto God with my voice, 
even unto God with my voice; 
and he gave ear unto me. 

2 In the day of my trouble I sought 
the Lord: my sore ran in the night, 
and ceased not: my soul refused to 
be comforted. 

3 I remembered God, and was 
troubled: I complained, and my 
spirit was overwhelmed. Selah. 

4 Thou holdest mine eyes waking: I 
am so troubled that I cannot speak. 

5 I have considered the days of old, 
the years of ancient times. 

6 I call to remembrance my song in 
the night: I commune with mine 
own heart: and my spirit made dili¬ 
gent search. 

7 Will the Lord cast off for ever? 
and will he be favourable no more? 

8 Is his mercy clean gone for ever? 
doth his promise fail for evermore? 

9 Hath God forgotten to be gra¬ 
cious? hath he in anger shut up his 
tender mercies? Selah. 

10 And I said, This is my infirmity: 
but 1 will remember the years of the 
right hand of the most High. 

11 I will remember the works of 
the Lord: surely I will remember thy 
wonders of old. 

12 I will meditate also of all thy 
work, and talk of thy doings. 

13 Thy way, O God, is in the sanc¬ 
tuary: who is so great a God as our 
God? 

14 Thou art the God that doest 
wonders: thou hast declared thy 
strength among the people. 

15 Thou hast with thine arm re¬ 
deemed thy people, the sons of 
Jacob and Joseph. Selah. 

16 The waters saw thee, O God, 
the waters saw thee; they were 
afraid: the depths also were troubled. 

17 The clouds poured out water: 
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the skies sent out a sound: thine ar¬ 
rows also went abroad. 

18 The voice of thy thunder was in 
the heaven: the lightnings lightened 
the world: the earth trembled and 
shook. 

19 Thy way is in the sea, and thy 
path in the great waters, and thy 
footsteps are not known. 

20 Thou leddest thy people like a 
flock by the hand of Moses and 
Aaron. 

PSALM 78 

Maschil of Asaph. 

rvE ear, O my people, to my 
law: incline your ears to the 
words of my mouth. 

2 I will open my mouth in a para¬ 
ble: I will utter dark sayings of old: 

3 Which we have heard and 
known, and our fathers have told us. 

4 We will not hide them from their 
children, showing to the generation 
to come the praises of the Lord, and 
his strength, and his wonderful 
works that he hath done. 

5 For he established a testimony in 
Jacob, and appointed a law in Israel, 
which he commanded our fathers, 
that they should make them known 
to their children: 

6 That the generation to come 
might know them, even the chil¬ 
dren which should be born; who 
should arise and declare them to 
their children: 

7 That they might set their hope in 
God, and not forget the works of 
God, but keep his commandments: 

8 And might not be as their fathers, 
a stubborn and rebellious genera¬ 
tion; a generation that set not their 
heart aright, and whose spirit was 
not stedfast with God. 

9 The children of Ephraim, being 
armed, and carrying bows, turned 
back in the day of battle. 

10 They kept not the covenant of 
God, and refused to walk in his law; 

11 And forgat his works, and his 
wonders that he had shown them. 

12 Marvellous things did he in the 


sight of their fathers, in the land of 
Egypt, in the field of Zoan. 

13 He divided the sea, and caused 
them to pass through; and he made 
the waters to stand as an heap. 

14 In the daytime also he led them 
with a cloud, and all the night with 
a light of fire. 

15 He clave the rocks in the wilder¬ 
ness, and gave them drink as out of 
the great depths. 

16 He brought streams also out of 
the rock, and caused waters to run 
down like rivers. 

17 And they sinned yet more 
against him by provoking the most 
High in the wilderness. 

18 And they tempted God in their 
heart by asking meat for their lust. 

19 Yea, they spake against God; 
they said, Can God furnish a table in 
the wilderness? 

20 Behold, he smote the rock, that 
the waters gushed out, and the 
streams overflowed; can he give 
bread also? can he provide flesh for 
his people? 

21 Therefore the Lord heard this, 
and was wroth: so a fire was kindled 
against Jacob, and anger also came 
up against Israel; 

22 Because they believed not in 
God, and trusted not in his salva¬ 
tion: 

23 Though he had commanded the 
clouds from above, and opened the 
doors of heaven, 

24 And had rained down manna 
upon them to eat, and had given 
them of the corn of heaven. 

25 Man did eat angels’ food: he sent 
them meat to the full. 

26 He caused an east wind to blow 
in the heaven: and by his power he 
brought in the south wind. 

27 He rained flesh also upon them 
as dust, and feathered fowls like as 
the sand of the sea: 

28 And he let it fall in the midst of 
their camp, round about their habi¬ 
tations. 

29 So they did eat, and were well 
filled: for he gave them their own 
desire; 




30 They were not estranged from 
their lust. But while their meat was 
yet in their mouths, 

31 The wrath of God came upon 
them, and slew the fattest of them, 
and smote down the chosen men of 
Israel. 

32 For all this they sinned still, and 
believed not for his wondrous 
works. 

33 Therefore their days did he con¬ 
sume in vanity, and their years in 
trouble. 

34 When he slew them, then they 
sought him: and they returned and 
inquired early after God. 

35 And they remembered that God 
was their rock, and the high God 
their redeemer. 

36 Nevertheless they did flatter him 
with their mouth, and they lied 
unto him with their tongues. 

37 For their heart was not right 
with him, neither were they stedfast 
in his covenant. 

38 But he, being full of compas¬ 
sion, forgave their iniquity, and de¬ 
stroyed them not: yea, many a time 
turned he his anger away, and did 
not stir up all his wrath. 

39 For he remembered that they 
were but flesh; a wind that passeth 
away, and cometh not again. 

40 How oft did they provoke him 
in the wilderness, and grieve him in 
the desert! 

41 Yea, they turned back and 
tempted God, and limited the Holy 
One of Israel. 

42 They remembered not his hand, 
nor the day when he delivered them 
from the enemy. 

43 How he had wrought his signs 
in Egypt, and his wonders in the 
field of Zoan: 

44 And had turned their rivers into 
blood; and their floods, that they 
could not drink. 

45 He sent divers sorts of flies 
among them, which devoured 
them; and frogs, which destroyed 
them. 

46 He gave also their increase unto 


the caterpillar, and their labour unto 
the locust. 

47 He destroyed their vines with 
hail, and their sycamore trees with 
frost. 

48 He gave up their cattle also to 
the hail, and their flocks to hot 
thunderbolts. 

49 He cast upon them the fierce¬ 
ness of his anger, wrath, and indig¬ 
nation, and trouble, by sending evil 
angels among them. 

jo He made a way to his anger; he 
spared not their soul from death, but 
gave their life over to the pestilence; 

51 And smote all the firstborn in 
Egypt; the chief of their strength in 
the tabernacles of Ham: 

52 But made his own people to go 
forth like sheep, and guided them in 
the wilderness like a flock. 

53 And he led them on safely, so 
that they feared not: but the sea 
overwhelmed their enemies. 

54 And he brought them to the 
border of his sanctuary, even to this 
mountain, which his right hand had 
purchased. 

55 He cast out the heathen also be¬ 
fore them, and divided them an in¬ 
heritance by line, and made the 
tribes of Israel to dwell in their 
tents. 

56 Yet they tempted and provoked 
the most high God, and kept not his 
testimonies: 

57 But turned back, and dealt un¬ 
faithfully like their fathers: they 
were turned aside like a deceitful 
bow. 

58 For they provoked him to anger 
with their high places, and moved 
him to jealousy with their graven 
images. 

59 When God heard this, he was 
wroth, and greatly abhorred Israel: 

60 So that he forsook the taberna¬ 
cle of Shiloh, the tent which he 
placed among men; 

61 And delivered his strength into 
captivity, and his glory into the 
enemy’s hand. 

62 He gave his people over also 
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unto the sword; and was wroth with 
his inheritance. 

63 The fire consumed their young 
men; and their maidens were not 
given to marriage. 

64 Their priests fell by the sword; 
and their widows made no lamenta¬ 
tion. 

65 Then the Lord awaked as one 
out of sleep, and like a mighty man 
that shouteth by reason of wine. 

66 And he smote his enemies in the 
hinder parts: he put them to a per¬ 
petual reproach. 

67 Moreover he refused the taber¬ 
nacle of Joseph, and chose not the 
tribe of Ephraim: 

68 But chose the tribe of Judah, 
the mount Zion which he loved. 

69 And he built his sanctuary like 
high palaces, like the earth which he 
hath established for ever. 

70 He chose David also his servant, 
and took him from the sheepfolds: 

71 From following the ewes great 
with young he brought him to feed 
Jacob his people, and Israel his in¬ 
heritance. 

72 So he fed them according to the 
integrity of his heart; and guided 
them by the skilfulness of his hands. 

PSALM 79 

A Psalm of Asaph. 

God, the heathen are come 
into thine inheritance; thy 
holy temple have they defiled; they 
have laid Jerusalem on heaps 

2 The dead bodies of thy servants 
have they given to be meat unto the 
fowls of the heaven, the flesh of thy 
saints unto the beasts of the earth. 

3 Their blood have they shed like 
water round about Jerusalem; and 
there was none to bury them. 

4 We are become a reproach to our 
neighbours, a scorn and derision to 
them that are round about us. 

5 How long, Lord? wilt thou be 
angry for ever? shall thy jealousy 
burn like fire? 

6 Pour out thy wrath upon the hea¬ 
then that have not known thee, and 


upon the kingdoms that have not 
called upon thy name. 

7 For they have devoured Jacob, 
and laid waste his dwelling place. 

8 O remember not against us for¬ 
mer iniquities: let thy tender mercies 
speedily prevent us: for we are 
brought very low. 

9 Help us, O God of our salvation, 
for the glory of thy name: and de¬ 
liver us, and purge away our sins, for 
thy name’s sake. 

10 Wherefore should the heathen 
say, Where is their God? let him be 
known among the heathen in our 
sight by the revenging of the blood 
of thy servants which is shed. 

11 Let the sighing of the prisoner 
come before thee; according to the 
greatness of thy power preserve 
thou those that are appointed to die; 

12 And render unto our neighbours 
sevenfold into their bosom their re¬ 
proach, wherewith they have re¬ 
proached thee, O Lord. 

13 So we thy people and sheep of 
thy pasture will give thee thanks for 
ever: we will show forth thy praise 
to all generations. 

PSALM 80 

To the chief Musician upon Shoshannim- 
Eduth,A Psalm of Asaph. 
ive ear, O Shepherd of Israel, 
thou that leadest Joseph like a 
flock; thou that dwellest between 
the cherubims, shine forth. 

2 Before Ephraim and Benjamin 
and Manasseh stir up thy strength, 
and come and save us. 

3 Turn us again, O God, and cause 
thy face to shine; and we shall be 
saved. 

4 O Lord God of hosts, how long 
wilt thou be angry against the prayer 
of thy people? 

3 Thou feedest them with the 
bread of tears; and givest them tears 
to drink in great measure. 

6 Thou makest us a strife unto our 
neighbours: and our enemies laugh 
among themselves. 

7 Turn us again, O God of hosts. 





and cause thy face to shine; and we 
shall be saved. 

8 Thou hast brought a vine out of 
Egypt: thou hast cast out the hea¬ 
then, and planted it. 

9 Thou preparedst room before it, 
and didst cause it to take deep root, 
and it filled the land. 

10 The hills were covered with the 
shadow of it, and the boughs 
thereof were like the goodly cedars, 
n She sent out her boughs unto 
the sea, and her branches unto the 
river. 

12 Why hast thou then broken 
down her hedges, so that all they 
which pass by the way do pluck her? 

13 The boar out of the wood doth 
waste it, and the wild beast of the 
field doth devour it. 

14 Return, we beseech thee, O 
God of hosts: look down from 
heaven, and behold, and visit this 
vine; 

15 And the vineyard which thy 
right hand hath planted, and the 
branch that thou madest strong for 
thyself. 

16 It is burned with fire, it is cut 
down: they perish at the rebuke of 
thy countenance. 

17 Let thy hand be upon the man of 
thy right hand, upon the son of man 
whom thou madest strong for thy¬ 
self. 

18 So will not we go back from 
thee: quicken us, and we will call 
upon thy name. 

19 Turn us again, O Lord God of 
hosts, cause thy face to shine; and 
we shall be saved. 

PSALM 81 

To the chief Musician upon Giltith, 

A Psalm of Asaph. 

ing aloud unto God our 
strength: make a joyful noise 
unto the God of Jacob. 

2 Take a psalm, and bring hither the 
timbrel, the pleasant harp with the 
psaltery. 

3 Blow up the trumpet in the new 


moon, in the time appointed, on 
our solemn feast day. 

4 For this was a statute for Israel, 
and a law of the God of Jacob. 

5 This he ordained in Joseph for a 
testimony, when he went out 
through the land of Egypt: where 1 
heard a language that I understood 
not. 

6 I removed his shoulder from the 
burden: his hands were delivered 
from the pots. 

7 Thou calledst in trouble, and I 
delivered thee; I answered thee in 
the secret place of thunder: I proved 
thee at the waters of Meribah. 
Selah. 

8 Hear, O my people, and I will 
testify unto thee: O Israel, if thou 
wilt hearken unto me; 

9 There shall no strange god be in 
thee; neither shalt thou worship any 
strange god. 

10 I am the Lord thy God, which 
brought thee out of the land of 
Egypt: open thy mouth wide, and I 
will fill it. 

11 But my people would not hear¬ 
ken to my voice; and Israel would 
none of me. 

12 So I gave them up unto their 
own hearts’ lust: and they walked in 
their own counsels. 

13 Oh that my people had hear¬ 
kened unto me, and Israel had 
walked in my ways! 

14 I should soon have subdued their 
enemies, and turned my hand 
against their adversaries. 

15 The haters of the Lord should 
have submitted themselves unto 
him: but their time should have en¬ 
dured for ever. 

16 He should have fed them also 
with the finest of the wheat: and 
with honey out of the rock should I 
have satisfied thee. 

PSALM 82 

A Psalm of Asaph. 

OD standeth in the congrega¬ 
tion of the mighty; he judgeth 
among the gods. 
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2 How long will ye judge unjusdy, 
and accept the persons of the 
wicked? Selah. 

3 Defend the poor and fatherless: 
do justice to the afflicted and needy. 

4 Deliver the poor and needy: rid 
them out of the hand of the 
wicked. 

3 They know not, neither will they 
understand; they walk on in dark¬ 
ness: all the foundations of the earth 
are out of course. 

6 I have said, Ye are gods; and all of 
you are children of the most High. 

7 But ye shall die like men, and fall 
like one of the princes. 

8 Arise, O God, judge the earth: 
for thou shalt inherit all nations.

K eep not thou silence, O God:

2 For, lo, thine enemies make a tu¬ 
mult: and they that hate thee have 
lifted up the head.

11 Make their nobles like Oreb, and 


like Zeeb: yea, all their princes as 
Zebah, and as Zalmunna: 

12 Who said, Let us take to our¬ 
selves the houses of God in posses¬ 
sion. 

13 O my God, make them like a 
wheel; as the stubble before the 
wind. 

14 As the fire burneth a wood, and 
as the flame setteth the mountains 
on fire; 

15 So persecute them with thy 
tempest, and make them afraid with 
thy storm. 

16 Fill their faces with shame; that 
they may seek thy name, O Lord. 

17 Let them be confounded and 
troubled for ever; yea, let them be 
put to shame, and perish; 

18 That men may know that thou, 
whose name alone is Jehovah, art 
the most high over all the earth.

18 Lover and friend hast thou put 
far from me, and mine acquaintance 
into darkness.

pieces, as one that is slain; thou hast 
scattered thine enemies with thy 
strong arm. 

n The heavens are thine, the earth 
also is thine: as for the world and the 
fulness thereof, thou hast founded 
them. 

12 The north and the south thou 
hast created them: Tabor and 
Hermon shall rejoice in thy name. 

13 Thou hast a mighty arm: strong 
is thy hand, and high is thy right 
hand. 

14 Justice and judgment are the 
habitation of thy throne: mercy and 
truth shall go before thy face. 

15 Blessed is the people that know 
the joyful sound: they shall walk, O 
Lord, in the light of thy counte¬ 
nance. 

16 In thy name shall they rejoice all 
the day: and in thy righteousness 
shall they be exalted. 

17 For thou art the glory of their 
strength: and in thy favour our horn 
shall be exalted. 


18 For the Lord is our defence; and 
the Holy One of Israel is our king. 

19 Then thou spakest in vision to 
thy holy one, and saidst, 1 have laid 
help upon one that is mighty; I have 
exalted one chosen out of the 
people. 

20 1 have found David my servant; 
with my holy oil have I anointed 
him:

33 Nevertheless my lovingkindness 
will I not utterly take from him, nor 
suffer my faithfulness to fail. 

34 My covenant will I not break, 
nor alter the thing that is gone out 
of my lips. 

35 Once have I sworn by my holi¬ 
ness that I will not lie unto David. 

36 His seed shall endure for ever, 
and his throne as the sun before me. 
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37 It shall be established for ever as 
the moon, and as a faithful witness 
in heaven. Selah. 

38 But thou hast cast off and ab¬ 
horred, thou hast been wroth with 
thine anointed. 

39 Thou hast made void the 
covenant of thy servant: thou hast 
profaned his crown by casting it to 
the ground. 

40 Thou hast broken down all his 
hedges; thou hast brought his strong 
holds to ruin. 

41 All that pass by the way spoil 
him: he is a reproach to his neigh¬ 
bours. 

42 Thou hast set up the right hand 
of his adversaries; thou hast made all 
his enemies to rejoice. 

43 Thou hast also turned the edge 
of his sword, and hast not made him 
to stand in the battle. 

44 Thou hast made his glory to 
cease, and cast his throne down to 
the ground. 

45 The days of his youth hast thou 
shortened: thou hast covered him 
with shame. Selah. 

46 How long, Lord? wilt thou hide 
thyself for ever? shall thy wrath burn 
like fire? 

47 Remember how short my time 
is: wherefore hast thou made all 
men in vain? 

48 What man is he that liveth, and 
shall not see death? shall he deliver 
his soul from the hand of the grave? 
Selah. 

49 Lord, where are thy former lov¬ 
ingkindnesses, which thou swarest 
unto David in thy truth? 

50 Remember, Lord, the reproach 
of thy servants; how I do bear in my 
bosom the reproach of all the 
mighty people; 

51 Wherewith thine enemies have 
reproached, O Lord; wherewith 
they have reproached the footsteps 
of thine anointed.

16 Let thy work appear unto thy 
servants, and thy glory unto their 
children. 

17 And let the beauty of the Lord 
our God be upon us: and establish 
thou the work of our hands upon 
us; yea, the work of our hands es¬ 
tablish thou it. 

PSALM 91 

E that dwelleth in the secret 
place of the most High shall 
abide under the shadow of the 
Almighty. 

2 I will say of the Lord, He is my 
refuge and my fortress: my God; in 
him will I trust.

3 Who layeth the beams of his 
chambers in the waters: who 
maketh the clouds his chariot: who 
walketh upon the wings of the 
wind: 

4 Who maketh his angels spirits; his 
ministers a flaming fire: 

5 Who laid the foundations of the 
earth, that it should not be removed 
for ever. 

6 Thou coveredst it with the deep 
as with a garment: the waters stood 
above the mountains. 

7 At thy rebuke they fled; at the 
voice of thy thunder they hasted 
away. 

8 They go up by the mountains; 
they go down by the valleys unto 
the place which thou hast founded 
for them. 

9 Thou hast set a bound that they 
may not pass over; that they turn 
not again to cover the earth. 

10 He sendeth the springs into the 
valleys, which run among the hills. 
11 They give drink to every beast 
of the field: the wild asses quench 
their thirst. 

12 By them shall the fowls of the 
heaven have their habitation, which 
sing among the branches. 

13 He watereth the hills from his 
chambers: the earth is satisfied with 
the fruit of thy works. 

14 He causeth the grass to grow for 
the cattle, and herb for the service of 
man: that he may bring forth food 
out of the earth; 

13 And wine that maketh glad the 



heart of man, and oil to make his 
face to shine, and bread which 
strengtheneth man’s heart, 

16 The trees of the Lord are full of 
sap; the cedars of Lebanon, which 
he hath planted; 

17 Where the birds make their 
nests: as for the stork, the fir trees 
are her house. 

18 The high hills are a refuge for 
the wild goats; and the rocks for the 
conies. 

19 He appointed the moon for sea¬ 
sons: the sun knoweth his going 
down. 

20 Thou makest darkness, and it is 
night: wherein all the beasts of the 
forest do creep forth. 

21 The young lions roar after their 
prey, and seek their meat from God. 

22 The sun ariseth, they gather 
themselves together, and lay them 
down in their dens. 

23 Man goeth forth unto his work 
and to his labour until the evening. 

24 O Lord, how manifold are thy 
works! in wisdom hast thou made 
them all: the earth is full of thy 
riches. 

25 So is this great and wide sea, 
wherein are things creeping innu¬ 
merable, both small and great beasts. 

26 There go the ships: there is that 
leviathan, whom thou hast made to 
play therein. 

27 These wait all upon thee; that 
thou mayest give them their meat in 
due season. 

28 That thou givest them they 
gather: thou openest thine hand, 
they are filled with good. 

29 Thou hidest thy face, they are 
troubled: thou takest away their 
breath, they die, and return to their 
dust. 

30 Thou sendest forth thy spirit, 
they are created: and thou renewest 
the face of the earth. 

31 The glory of the Lord shall en¬ 
dure for ever: the Lord shall rejoice 
in his works. 

32 He looketh on the earth, and it 
trembleth: he toucheth the hills, and 
they smoke. 


33 I will sing unto the Lord as long 
as I live: I will sing praise to my God 
while I have my being. 

34 My meditation of him shall be 
sweet: I will be glad in the Lord. 

33 Let the sinners be consumed out 
of the earth, and let the wicked be 
no more. Bless thou the Lord, O my 
soul. Praise ye the Lord. 

PSALM 105 

O give thanks unto the Lord; call 
upon his name: make known 
his deeds among the people. 

2 Sing unto him, sing psalms unto 
him: talk ye of all his wondrous 
works. 

3 Glory ye in his holy name: let the 
heart of them rejoice that seek the 
Lord. 

4 Seek the Lord, and his strength: 
seek his face evermore. 

S Remember his marvellous works 
that he hath done; his wonders, and 
the judgments of his mouth; 

6 O ye seed of Abraham his ser¬ 
vant, ye children of Jacob his cho¬ 
sen. 

7 He is the Lord our God: his judg¬ 
ments are in all the earth. 

8 He hath remembered his 
covenant for ever, the word which 
he commanded to a thousand gen¬ 
erations. 

9 Which covenant he made with 
Abraham, and his oath unto Isaac; 
10 And confirmed the same unto 
Jacob for a law, and to Israel for an 
everlasting covenant: 

11 Saying, Unto thee will I give the 
land of Canaan, the lot of your in¬ 
heritance: 

12 When they were but a few men 
in number; yea, very few, and 
strangers in it. 

13 When they went from one na¬ 
tion to another, from one kingdom 
to another people; 

14 He suffered no man to do them 
wrong: yea, he reproved kings for 
their sakes; 

ij Saying, Touch not mine 
anointed, and do my prophets no 
harm. 
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16 Moreover he called for a famine 
upon the land: he brake the whole 
staff of bread. 

17 He sent a man before them, 
even Joseph, who was sold for a ser¬ 
vant: 

18 Whose feet they hurt with fet¬ 
ters: he was laid in iron: 

19 Until the time that his word 
came: the word of the Lord tried 
him. 

20 The king sent and loosed him; 
even the ruler of the people, and let 
him go free. 

21 He made him lord of his house, 
and ruler of all his substance: 

22 To bind his princes at his plea¬ 
sure; and teach his senators wisdom. 

23 Israel also came into Egypt; and 
Jacob sojourned in the land of Ham. 

24 And he increased his people 
greatly; and made them stronger 
than their enemies. 

25 He turned their heart to hate his 
people, to deal subtly with his ser¬ 
vants. 

26 He sent Moses his servant; and 
Aaron whom he had chosen. 

27 They showed his signs among 
them, and wonders in the land of 
Ham. 

28 He sent darkness, and made it 
dark; and they rebelled not against 
his word. 

29 He turned their waters into 
blood, and slew their fish. 

30 Their land brought forth frogs in 
abundance, in the chambers of their 
kings. 

31 He spake, and there came divers 
sorts of flies, and lice in all their 
coasts. 

32 He gave them hail for rain, and 
flaming fire in their land. 

33 He smote their vines also and 
their fig trees; and brake the trees of 
their coasts. 

34 He spake, and the locusts came, 
and caterpillars, and that without 
number, 

35 And did eat up all the herbs in 
their land, and devoured the fruit of 
their ground. 


36 He smote also all the firstborn in 
their land, the chief of all their 
strength. 

37 He brought them forth also with 
silver and gold: and there was not 
one feeble person among their 
tribes. 

38 Egypt was glad when they de¬ 
parted: for the fear of them fell 
upon them. 

39 He spread a cloud for a cover¬ 
ing; and fire to give light in the 
night. 

40 The people asked, and he 
brought quails, and satisfied them 
with the bread of heaven. 

41 He opened the rock, and the 
waters gushed out; they ran in the 
dry places like a river. 

42 For he remembered his holy 
promise, and Abraham his servant. 

43 And he brought forth his people 
with joy, and his chosen with glad¬ 
ness: 

44 And gave them the lands of the 
heathen: and they inherited the 
labour of the people; 

45 That they might observe his 
statutes, and keep his laws. Praise ye 
the Lord. 

PSALM 106 

P raise ye the Lord. O give thanks 
unto the Lord; for he is good: 
for his mercy endureth for ever. 

2 Who can utter the mighty acts of 
the Lord? who can show forth all his 
praise? 

3 Blessed are they that keep judg¬ 
ment, and he that doeth righteous¬ 
ness at all times. 

4 Remember me, O Lord, with the 
favour that thou bearest unto thy 
people: O visit me with thy salva¬ 
tion; 

j That I may see the good of thy 
chosen, that I may rejoice in the 
gladness of thy nation, that I may 
glory with thine inheritance. 

6 We have sinned with our fathers, 
we have committed iniquity, we 
have done wickedly. 

7 Our fathers understood not thy 
wonders in Egypt; they remembered 



not the multitude of thy mercies; 
but provoked him at the sea, even at 
the Red sea. 

8 Nevertheless he saved them for 
his name’s sake, that he might make 
his mighty power to be known. 

9 He rebuked the Red sea also, and 
it was dried up: so he led them 
through the depths, as through the 
wilderness. 

10 And he saved them from the 
hand of him that hated them, and 
redeemed them from the hand of 
the enemy. 

11 And the waters covered their en¬ 
emies: there was not one of them 
left. 

12 Then believed they his words; 
they sang his praise. 

13 They soon forgat his works; they 
waited not for his counsel: 

14 But lusted exceedingly in the 
wilderness, and tempted God in the 
desert. 

13 And he gave them their request; 
but sent leanness into their soul. 

16 They envied Moses also in the 
camp, and Aaron the saint of the 
Lord. 

17 The earth opened and swallowed 
up Dathan, and covered the com¬ 
pany of Abiram. 

18 And a fire was kindled in their 
company; the flame burned up the 
wicked. 

19 They made a calf in Horeb, and 
worshipped the molten image. 

20 Thus they changed their glory 
into the similitude of an ox that 
eateth grass. 

21 They forgat God their saviour, 
which had done great things in 

Egypt; 

22 Wondrous works in the land of 
Ham, and terrible things by the Red 
sea. 

23 Therefore he said that he would 
destroy them, had not Moses his 
chosen stood before him in the 
breach, to turn away his wrath, lest 
he should destroy them. 

24 Yea, they despised the pleasant 
land, they believed not his word: 

25 But murmured in their tents, 


and hearkened not unto the voice of 
the Lord. 

26 Therefore he lifted up his hand 
against them, to overthrow them in 
the wilderness: 

27 To overthrow their seed also 
among the nations, and to scatter 
them in the lands. 

28 They joined themselves also 
unto Baal-peor, and ate the sacri¬ 
fices of the dead. 

29 Thus they provoked him to 
anger with their inventions: and the 
plague brake in upon them. 

30 Then stood up Phinehas, and 
executed judgment: and so the 
plague was stayed. 

31 And that was counted unto him 
for righteousness unto all genera¬ 
tions for evermore. 

32 They angered him also at the 
waters of strife, so that it went ill 
with Moses for their sakes: 

33 Because they provoked his spirit, 
so that he spake unadvisedly with his 
lips. 

34 They did not destroy the na¬ 
tions, concerning whom the Lord 
commanded them: 

35 But were mingled among the 
heathen, and learned their works. 

36 And they served their idols: 
which were a snare unto them. 

37 Yea, they sacrificed their sons 
and their daughters unto devils, 

38 And shed innocent blood, even 
the blood of their sons and of their 
daughters, whom they sacrificed 
unto the idols of Canaan: and the 
land was polluted with blood. 

39 Thus were they defiled with 
their own works, and went a-whor- 
ing with their own inventions. 

40 Therefore was the wrath of the 
Lord kindled against his people, in¬ 
somuch that he abhorred his own 
inheritance. 

41 And he gave them into the hand 
of the heathen; and they that hated 
them ruled over them. 

42 Their enemies also oppressed 
them, and they were brought into 
subjection under their hand. 

43 Many times did he deliver them;

but they provoked him with their 
counsel, and were brought low for 
their iniquity. 

44 Nevertheless he regarded their 
affliction, when he heard their cry: 

45 And he remembered for them 
his covenant, and repented accord¬ 
ing to the multitude of his mercies. 

46 He made them also to be pitied 
of all those that carried them cap¬ 
tives. 

47 Save us, O Lord our God, and 
gather us from among the heathen, 
to give thanks unto thy holy name, 
and to triumph in thy praise. 

48 Blessed be the Lord God of 
Israel from everlasting to everlasting: 
and let all the people say, Amen. 
Praise ye the Lord. 

PSALM 107 

give thanks unto the Lord, for 
he is good: for his mercy en- 
dureth for ever. 

2 Let the redeemed of the Lord say 
so, whom he hath redeemed from 
the hand of the enemy; 

3 And gathered them out of the 
lands, from the east, and from the 
west, from the north, and from 
the south. 

4 They wandered in the wilderness 
in a solitary way; they found no city 
to dwell in. 

5 Hungry and thirsty, their soul 
fainted in them. 

6 Then they cried unto the Lord in 
their trouble, and he delivered them 
out of their distresses. 

7 And he led them forth by the 
right way, that they might go to a 
city of habitation. 

8 Oh that men would praise the 
Lord for his goodness, and for his 
wonderful works to the children of 
men! 

9 For he satisfieth the longing soul, 
and filleth the hungry soul with 
goodness. 

10 Such as sit in darkness and in the 
shadow of death, being bound in af¬ 
fliction and iron; 

11 Because they rebelled against the 


words of God, and contemned the 
counsel of the most High: 

12 Therefore he brought down 
their heart with labour; they fell 
down, and there was none to help. 

13 Then they cried unto the Lord 
in their trouble, and he saved them 
out of their distresses. 

14 He brought them out of dark¬ 
ness and the shadow of death, and 
brake their bands in sunder. 

13 Oh that men would praise the 
Lord for his goodness, and for his 
wonderful works to the children of 
men! 

16 For he hath broken the gates of 
brass, and cut the bars of iron in 
sunder. 

17 Fools because of their transgres¬ 
sion, and because of their iniquities, 
are afflicted. 

18 Their soul abhorreth all manner 
of meat; and they draw near unto 
the gates of death. 

19 Then they cry unto the Lord in 
their trouble, and he saveth them 
out of their distresses. 

20 He sent his word, and healed 
them, and delivered them from their 
destructions. 

21 Oh that men would praise the 
Lord for his goodness, and for his 
wonderful works to the children of 
men! 

22 And let them sacrifice the sacri¬ 
fices of thanksgiving, and declare his 
works with rejoicing. 

23 They that go down to the sea in 
ships, that do business in great wa¬ 
ters; 

24 These see the works of the 
Lord, and his wonders in the deep. 

25 For he commandeth, and raiseth 
the stormy wind, which lifteth up 
the waves thereof. 

26 They mount up to the heaven, 
they go down again to the depths: 
their soul is melted because of trou¬ 
ble. 

27 They reel to and fro, and stagger 
like a drunken man, and are at their 
wit’s end. 

28 Then they cry unto the Lord in 
their trouble, and he bringeth them 
out of their distresses. 




29 He maketh the storm a calm, so 
that the waves thereof are still. 

30 Then are they glad because they 
be quiet; so he bringeth them unto 
their desired haven. 

31 Oh that men would praise the 
Lord for his goodness, and for his 
wonderful works to the children of 
men! 

32 Let them exalt him also in the 
congregation of the people, and 
praise him in the assembly of the el¬ 
ders. 

33 He turneth rivers into a wilder¬ 
ness, and the watersprings into dry 
ground; 

34 A fruitful land into barrenness, 
for the wickedness of them that 
dwell therein. 

35 He turneth the wilderness into a 
standing water, and dry ground into 
watersprings. 

36 And there he maketh the hun¬ 
gry to dwell, that they may prepare a 
city for habitation; 

37 And sow the fields, and plant 
vineyards, which may yield fruits of 
increase. 

38 He blesseth them also, so that 
they are multiplied greatly; and suf- 
fereth not their cattle to decrease. 

39 Again, they are minished and 
brought low through oppression, af¬ 
fliction, and sorrow. 

40 He poureth contempt upon 
princes, and causeth them to wander 
in the wilderness, where there is no 
way. 

41 Yet setteth he the poor on high 
from affliction, and maketh him 
families like a flock. 

42 The righteous shall see it, and 
rejoice: and all iniquity shall stop her 
mouth. 

43 Whoso is wise, and will observe 
these things, even they shall under¬ 
stand the lovingkindness of the 
Lord.

13 Through God we shall do 
valiantly: for he it is that shall tread 
down our enemies.

11 Let the extortioner catch all that 
he hath; and let the strangers spoil 
his labour. 

12 Let there be none to extend 
mercy unto him: neither let there be 
any to favour his fatherless children. 

13 Let his posterity be cut off; and 
in the generation following let their 
name be blotted out. 

14 Let the iniquity of his fathers be 
remembered with the Lord; and let 
not the sin of his mother be blotted 
out. 

13 Let them be before the Lord 
continually, that he may cut off the 
memory of them from the earth. 

16 Because that he remembered not 
to show mercy, but persecuted the 
poor and needy man, that he might 
even slay the broken in heart. 

17 As he loved cursing, so let it 
come unto him: as he delighted not 
in blessing, so let it be far from him. 

18 As he clothed himself with curs¬ 
ing like as with his garment, so let it 
come into his bowels like water, and 
like oil into his bones. 

19 Let it be unto him as the gar¬ 
ment which covereth him, and for a 
girdle wherewith he is girded con¬ 
tinually. 

20 Let this be the reward of mine 
adversaries from the Lord, and of 
them that speak evil against my soul. 

21 But do thou for me, O God the 
Lord, for thy name's sake: because 
thy mercy is good, deliver thou me. 

22 For I am poor and needy, and 
my heart is wounded within me. 

23 I am gone like the shadow when 
it declineth: I am tossed up and 
down as the locust. 

24 My knees are weak through fast¬ 
ing; and my flesh faileth of fatness. 


23 I became also a reproach unto 
them: when they looked upon me 
they shaked their heads. 

26 Help me, O Lord my God: O 
save me according to thy mercy: 

27 That they may know that this is 
thy hand; that thou, Lord, hast done 
it. 

28 Let them curse, but bless thou: 
when they arise, let them be 
ashamed; but let thy servant rejoice. 

29 Let mine adversaries be clothed 
with shame, and let them cover 
themselves with their own confu¬ 
sion, as with a mantle. 

30 I will greatly praise the Lord 
with my mouth; yea, I will praise 
him among the multitude. 

31 For he shall stand at the right 
hand of the poor, to save him from 
those that condemn his soul. 

PSALM 110

standing have all they that do his 
commandments: his praise endureth 
for ever.

Blessed is the 
man that feareth the Lord, that 
delighteth greatly in his command¬ 
ments. 

2 His seed shall be mighty upon 
earth: the generation of the upright 
shall be blessed.

18 He sendeth out his word, and 
melteth them: he causeth his wind 
to blow, and the waters flow. 

19 He sheweth his word unto 
Jacob, his statutes and his judgments 
unto Israel. 
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20 He hath not dealt so with any 
nation: and as for his judgments, 
they have not known them. Praise 
ye the Lord. 


PSALM 148 

P raise ye the Lord. Praise ye the 
Lord from the heavens: praise 
him in the heights. 

2 Praise ye him, all his angels: praise 
ye him, all his hosts. 

3 Praise ye him, sun and moon: 
praise him, all ye stars of light. 

4 Praise him, ye heavens of heav¬ 
ens, and ye waters that be above the 
heavens. 

5 Let them praise the name of the 
Lord: for he commanded, and they 
were created. 

6 He hath also stablished them for 
ever and ever; he hath made a de¬ 
cree which shall not pass. 

7 Praise the Lord from the earth, ye 
dragons, and all deeps: 

8 Fire, and hail; snow, and vapour; 
stormy wind fulfilling his word: 

9 Mountains, and all hills; fruitful 
trees, and all cedars:

P raise ye the Lord. Sing unto the 
Lord a new song, and his praise 
in the congregation of saints. 

2 Let Israel rejoice in him that 
made him: let the children of Zion 
be joyful in their King. 

3 Let them praise his name in the 
dance: let them sing praises unto 
him with the timbrel and harp. 

4 For the Lord taketh pleasure in his 
people: he will beautify the meek 
with salvation. 

5 Let the saints be joyful in glory: 
let them sing aloud upon their beds. 
6 Let the high praises of God be in 
their mouth, and a twoedged sword 
in their hand;

3 Praise him with the sound of the 
trumpet: praise him with the 
psaltery and harp. 

4 Praise him with the timbrel and 
dance: praise him with stringed in¬ 
struments and organs. 

3 Praise him upon the loud cym¬ 
bals: praise him upon the high 
sounding cymbals. 

6 Let every thing that hath breath 
praise the Lord. Praise ye the Lord. 
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
